^Senior private-sector sources said 
. yesterday that the three package- 
deal partners had agreed on a policy 
of “creeping relaxation” of prices 
during the remaining two weeks of 
the current package deal. 

Over the past two days the price of 
fuel has risen and taxes on imported 
cars have been increased. Further 
- relaxations are expected as the talks 
" progress - possibly even coming out 
of last night's session, which was still 
hi progress at press time. 

The “creeping relaxation” policy 
represents a defeat for the Treasury , 
which had demanded far stiffer im- 
mediate increases than the 10 per 
cent rise allowed on petrol. 

The crux of the disagreements 
between the three sides remains the 
level and pace of price increases to 
be introduced before or concurrent 
^ with the implementation of the next 
. .-..agreement. 

Histadrut Secretary-General Yis- 
rael Kessar reiterated yesterday that 
the labour federation would not 
accept price rises exceeding 3 or 4 
per cent. The manufacturers, on the 
other hand, are demanding increases 
of up to 25 per cent. 

The Histadrut is also adamant that 


the prices of subsidized goods not 
rise by more than 20 per cent, as 
opposed to the Treasury’s demand 
to hike these prices bv 40 to 50 per 
cent. 

Another disagreement concerns 
reductions in the cost-of-living allo- 
wance paid to salaried workers. The 
Histadrut is apparently prepared to 
accept a maximum cut of 3 per cent, 
while the Treasury and the manufac- 
turers are demanding the same re- 
duction as absorbed by the workers 
in the current package deal - 5 per 
cent for two months. (.The cost-of- 
living increment is paid only when 
the Consumer Price Index goes up at 
least 12 per cent - either in one 
month, or during consecutive 
months.) 

The Federation of Chambers of 
Commerce yesterday protected 
against the decision to peg customs 
duties on cars to the real, and not the 
frozen, dollar-excbange rate. The 
measure was approved by the 
package-deal coordinating commit- 
tee last night, and is to come into 
effect today. 

In telegrams to Peres and Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda’i, federation 
-chairman Avner Ben- Yak ax said 
that the measure was a “demonstra- 
tive act” that sent the public into 
panic for no reason. 

At an emergency meeting of the 
federation's presidium yesterday, 
participants described the “rising 
panic among the public,” as well as 
instances of hoarding and black- 
marketeering in anticipation of the 
end of the current package deal. 

Several of the country's leading 
industrialists yesterday expressed 
deep concern at the future of indus- 
try unless the government took im- 
mediate action to foster growth and 
exports.

Ivri: Less reserve duty 
during next fiscal year

TEL AVIV. - The Israel Defence 
Forces will cur reserve service down 
to some 37 days a year for most 
soldiers and 42 for commanders dur- 
ing the next fiscal year, outgoing 
Deputy Chief of General Staff David 
Ivri said yesterday. This compares to 
a maximum of 50 days this year and 
60 days last year. The next fiscal year 
starts on April 1. 

Ivri was speaking to military re- 
porters at general headquarters 
here, an hour after stepping down 
from the post he bas held since April 
24. 1983. He is planning to become 
active chairman of the Israel Aircraft 
Industries in April. 

Ivri is leaving the IDF in accord- 
ance with an agreement made in 
1983 that he go back into uniform 
then as deputy CGS on condition 
that at tbe end of 18 months he 
would be re-instated as chariman of 
the IAI board. 

Ivri has been replaced by Aluf 
Dan Shomron. the hero of the En- 
tebbe rescue operation in 1976. 
whose last post was head of the 
Ground Forces command. Shomron 
is to be replaced by Aluf Amir Drori, 
who was O/C Northern Command 
when Operation Peace for Galilee 
was launched in June 1982, and is 


now studying in the U.S. Drori will 
take over at the end of the month. 

Ivri. who has been preparing the 
EDFs work programme for the next 
fiscal year, said reserve duty was too 
long. When he became Deputy' 
Chief of General Staff, some soldiers 
were called up for more than 90 davs 
a year, he said. 

The reserve burden was so high 
that it harmed the economy, he said, 
adding that the withdrawal to the 
Awali River line that year was partly 
designed to reduce the number of 
troops deployed in Lebanon. 

The cut in reserve service will be 
coupled with other cuts, resulting 
from a curtailed defence budget. 

There will be fewer army units and 
1 .800 or more career men will be laid 
off. Ivri said that if the IDF dismisses 
all those whom it expects to fire by 
March 31. it will dismiss only 1.800 
next year. 

He said the IDF has analvzed the 
enemy threats expected In 1986. 
1990 and later, the kind of planes the 
enemy is likely to have and what the 
damage it couH do to strategic sites 
in Israel. 

The IDF has also analyzed what 
plane will be most suitable for 
ground support and other missions, 
coming up with several possibilities.

Colonel dies 3 days after Lebanon blast

Aluf-Mishne (Colonel) Avraham 
Elran, 38, of Zichron Y'a’acov. died 
yesterday in Ram bam Hospital in 
Haifa of wounds he suffered in a 
bomb blast in the western sector of 
South Lebanon on Monday. 

Elran. a deputy formation comman- 
der in South Lebanon, was leading a 
search in an area north of the Litani 
where a 20-kilogram charge had 
gone off at 11:15 that morning, kill- 
ing two soldiers and wounding two 
more. He was wounded when 

another 20-kg charge blew up at 1 : 15 
in the afternoon, only 10 metres 
from the site of the first blast. 

Four other soldiers were also 


wounded in the explosion. 

Elran was treated at the site for 
several hours before being transfer- 
red to Rambam Hospital, where 
senior officers from the paratroopers 
kept a vigil at his bed. 

“He was experienced, profession- 
al, had a sense of humour, was a 
disciplinarian, and always the first 
on the scene of any incident in Leba- 
non," his friends said. 

He had served as an infantry 
battalion commander, a deputy 
commander of a paratroop brigade, 
and as a commander of a unit in the 
Jordan Valley. 

Elran left a wife and three sons. 
His funeral is to take place today, at 
•11 a.m., in Rishon Lezion.

Lebanon asks U.S. aid 


to avert ‘bloodshed’

WASHINGTON (Reuter). - 
Lebanon told the U.S. yesterday 
it fears that an “uncoordinated” 
pullout of Israeli troops from 
southern Lebanon could cause 
bloodshed. 


The Lebanese Ambassador 
Abdallah Bouhabib said he had in- 
formed the U.S. “of my govern- 
ment's concern of what could hap- 
pen if the withdrawal [decided on by 
the Israel cabinet on Monday] is not 
coordinated with us and is not an 
orderly withdrawal." 


Lebanese officials want the Israeli 
troops to time their three-phase de- 
parture with the arrival of the 
Lebanese Army, so as to eliminate 
any possibility of repeating the 
three-week sectarian war and mas- 
sacres that followed Israel's with- 
drawal from the mountains east of 
Beirut in September. 1983. 


neither country's interests would be 
served. 

The Lebanese Cabinet on 
Wednesday “took measures to pre- 
vent any massacres... that could hap- 
pen should the Israelis withdraw." 
he said. 

Lebanese military sources in 
Beirut said yesterday it was possible 
that further talks with Israel might 
be held on Monday at which coor- 
dination might be discussed. 

Bouhabib said yesterday he hoped 
the Nakoura talks w'ould be re- 
sumed. 

The U.S. has long called for with- 
drawal of foreign forces - including 
Syrian troops - from Lebanon with 
security arrangements to protect 
Israel's northern border from infiS- 


from the south. They said the “sud- 
denness" of this made Israel's inten- 
tions unclear even though Israeli 
officials say they still want an agree- 
ment on the deployment of UN or 
Lebanese troops in the evacuated 
area, the military sources here said.

Urquhart: Nakoura talks to monitor pull-back

UN Undersecretary-General 
Brian Urquhart said yesterday that 
the Nakoura talks, which are ex- 
pected to resume on Monday, 
should “serve as an instrument for 
monitoring the first phase of Israel's 
pullback in South Lebanon.” 

The withdrawal is due to take 
place by February 18, and includes 
the port town of Sidon. 

Urquhart met Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir at his office in Jeru- 
salem and told him that the 
Lebanese Government ought to 
assume the responsibility, and -en- 
force its sovereignty in the area 
being evacuated. 

He said the Lebanese government 
expects to get the blueprints of the 
Israel Defence Forces withdrawal on 
Monday at the Nakoura meeting. 
“The decision of tbe Israeli cabinet is 
a big opportunity for Lebanon," he 
said.

Jewish, Arab students trade 
blows during Eitan speech

HAIFA. - Fighting broke out be- 
tween Arab and Jewish students at 
Haifa University yesterday after- 
noon during a speech by Tehiya 
Knesset Member Rafael Eitan. 

An Arab woman student was re- 
portedly hurt and had to receive 
medical treatment for bead injuries. 

The atmosphere in the lecture 
room was tense and several times the 
former Chief of General Staff had to 
stop his address because of the inter- 
ruptions. 

He was alternately booed and ap- 
plauded by his mixed audience and 
scuffles broke out between the 
opposing factions. 

The police were called to the scene 


and tried to restore order by separat- 
ing the opponents. 

But within balf an hour, the argu- 
ments started again and the police, 
at the request of University officials 
and security personnel, ushered a 
group of some 30 to 40 Arab students 
out of the room. 

There were more scuffles during 
this exit, and some of the Jewish and 
Arab students exchanged blows. 

The Arab students staged a sit-in 
close to the lecture room, but the 
police prevented them from reenter- 
ing. 

Eitan resumed his address after 
the interruption.. He later left the 
University and the students dis- 
persed. The police said no arrests 
were made.

Israel will withdraw from Leba- 
non on the date it has determined 
even if there is no one to whom to 
band the territory'. Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin told the Labour Party 
Central Committee yesterday. 

"If chaos and perhaps a massacre 
occur when we vacate our lines in 
Lebanon, the UN and the Lebanese 
government will be responsible for it 
- they and no others." Rabin stres- 
sed. 

Rabin said that Israel has done its 
best, in its proposals to the UN and 
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to the Lebanese authorities, to find 
some authority to supervise the area 
after Israel withdraws, for the good 
of both Lebanon and Israel. But so 
far there has been no clear answer 
from either the UN or the Lebanese, 
he said. 

Israel's decision on a one-sided 
withdrawal took Syria and Lebanon 
by surprise and they now find them- 
selves in a position of having to 
decide how to respond, Rabin said. 
As a result, he noted, Israel is dictat- 
ing the moves instead of being dic- 
tated to. 

Rabin said that the decision to 
withdraw had been the lesser evil of 
a number of possibilities. It was a 
cabinet decision, not a party one. he 
said. 

Israel will maintain freedom of 
military action in Lebanon if terror- 
ist activity against Israel from the 
north persists, Rabin said. “The 
mayor of Kiryat Sbmooa asked me, 
'Will there be Katyushas in Kiryat 


Shmona or not?’ I said: 'One thing 
will not happen again: no terror 
organization will be able to establish 
itself as the PLO did in the south of 
Lebanon before June 1982. We will 
not allow such a thing, even it it 
means bombing from the air or en- 
tering Lebanon for military opera- 
tions limited in time.' " 

Rabin warned, however, that the 
Lebanese border will remain prob- 
lematic and require special deploy- 
ment for fighting against terror, even 
after the IDF has left Lebanon. 

Rabin recalled that when he first 
approached the LIN to initiate con* 
tacts with the Syrians on security 
arrangements in Lebanon, the Sy- 
rians had not responded negatively. 
But due to the Palestinian National 
Council, the closer relations be- 
tween Jordan and the PLO and the 
rapprochement between Egypt and 
Jordan, Syria felt isolated and feared 
being, accused of negotiating with 
Israel, even indirectly. 
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of the supreme court. All these con- 
ditions have now been fulfilled. 

In his letter of notification to 
Libai. Shamgar points out that the 
Knesset committee's decision was 
that the commission of inquiry 
should "investigate 3ll the facts and 
factors that brought about the reg- 
ulation of the bank shares, from the 
beginning of the regulation until the 
crisis in the shares that occurred in 
October 1983." The decision also 
says that the inquiry should take into 
account the report on this subject 
compiled by' the state comptroller 
and his recommendations.

Defence Min. tells suppliers 
they won’t be paid next week

The Defence Ministry has in- 
formed suppliers not to expect pay- 
ment next week for goods and ser- 
vices supplied, because the ministry 
has no funds. 

According to ministry sources, the 
problem has been caused by the 
Treasury's refusal to make available 
to the ministry S50m. of its own 
money. The Treasury, according to 
defence sources, is thus trying to 
stop the rapid depletion of the coun- 
try’s foreign -currency reserves - at 
least until these reserves increase.

Meeting with members of the 
Knesset Labour Committee in 
Netanya. the industrialists warned 
that the fate of many factories was 
"in the balance." and that mass 
unemployment could result if the 
concerns went under. 

Zalman Shalev. chairman of the 
Electric and Electronics Committee 
in the Manufacturers Association, 
said that the manufacturers' chief 
problem was high interest rates. Un- 
less interest was lowered substantial- 
ly. companies would have a hard 
time existing, never mind expand- 
ing. he said. 

However, the Bank of Israel is 
adamant that interest rates will not 
be lowered substantially in the near 
future, so as not to encourage bor- 
rowing and consumption. Central 


bank officials believe the recent 
tight monetarist policy was in- 
strumental in reducing inflation, by 
restricting economic activity. 

Shalev also called for government 
support of exports - not subsidies, he 
stressed - in order to make Israeli 
products competitive with those pro- 
duced in Europe and elsewhere. 

The Federation of the Self- 
Employed yesterday called on the 
Knesset to grant a 5 per cent tax 
rebate to the self-employed, in addi- 
tion to salaried workers. The Stabi- 
lization of the Economy bill now 
before the Knesset grants the rebate 
to workers only. 

Failure to include the self- 
empioved would seriously harm the 
prospects of gaining their support for 
the next package deal, the group 
said.

The Histadrut's Teacher's Union 
may renege on its agreement earlier 
this week to forgo pay raises guaran- 
teed them by the Etzioni Commis- 
sion. since the rival Secondary 
School Teachers Association has re- 
fused to agree to give up these incre- 
ments. 

Faced with the necessity Of cutting 
the educazion budget by $120 mil- 
lion. Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon this week said that unless all 
the teachers agree to forgo their 
salary increases there will be no 
choice but to save elsewhere by 
eliminating about 27.000 teaching 
hours. This would mean the dismis- 
sal of about 200 teachers. 

Yitzhak Well her. Secretary of the 
Histadrut Teacher’s Union, says that 
this is unacceptable since the only 
reason the union agreed to forgo the 
pay raise was so that no teachers of 
either union would be dismissed. 

Even if Navon agrees to look for 
other ways of cutting the budget, the 
Histadrut teachers are none too hap- 
py with a situation in which their 
waiver of benefits will protect 
teachers in a rival union, who will be 
getting the higher pay. 

Nor can Navon expect an easy 
time if he goes ahead with his pre- 
vious suggestion of cutting hours of 
religious instruction in the state reli- 
gious schools, which would mean 
dismissing many rabbis. The reli- 
gious teachers have already stated 


that tfaev will not hesiurc to protest 
and to enlist the support of all the 
rdiaious factions in the Knesset to 
prevent this. 

Given these pressures, the ottiy 
oiber way 10 cut the education 
budget would be to eliminate adult- 
education enrichment and tutorial 
programmes designed to reduce the 
cultural gap berween children From 
different" backgrounds. This, in the 
opinion of almost all educators 
would not only strike a mortal blow 
to the entire education system, hu^f 
would also involve dismissing 
teachers, which would certainly 
rouse the ire of the unions. In addi- 
tion. since one of the largest prog- 
rammes - the Pfcnach one-to-one 
tutorial svstem - is the mam source 
of income for more than 2.000 uni- 
versity students, this would also be a 
blow to higher education. 

Whatever solution the Education 
Minister finds, he will <till face the 
near certainty that next year several 
thousand elementary school pupils 
will be studying under a two-sluft 
svstem. The Treasury says it is un-

Britain U.S., Sweden pledge 
efforts for Wallenberg

^ LONDON. — The 40th anniversary 
of the disappearance of Raoul Wal- 
S lenberg. the. Swedish diplomat who 
helped save more than 100,000 Jews 
towards the end of World War H in 
Hungary, was the subject of a meet- 
ing this week between his half- 
brother, Prof. Guy von Dardel, and 
n British government minister. 

* Von Dardel, who lives in the U.S. , 
’came to London for a public meeting 
today in the House of Commons and 
to see Malcolm Rifkind. the minister 
.of state in the Foreign Office whose 
-^departmental responsibilities in- 
clude the Soviet Union. He has 
raised Wallenberg’s case on a num- 
ber of occasions. 

“..Rifkind gave an assurance that the 
^British government will continue to 
pursue Wallenberg’s case on every 
suitable occasion. 

At a press conference after their 
meeting. Von Dardel said that he 
has high hopes that his half-brother 
is still alive. 

* -It is clear, he said, that the Soviets 
have been moving Wallenberg reg- 
- ufaxiy between various prisons -and 
hospitals arid ‘4hat this makes' it 
almost impossible to verify informa- 
tion about him. Wallenberg was last 
seen on January 17, 1945, shortly 
after Soviet troops entered 
. Budapest. 

. "There is no evidence that Wallen- 
berg has been treated badly. On the 
contrary. Von Dardel added, the 


Russians seem very concerned about 
his health, as a number of sightings 
from various hospitals where he has 
undergone treatment show. 

Reuters adds that in Stockholm 
Prime Minister Olof Palme yester- 
day marked the anniversary of Wal- 
lenberg's disappearance with a 
pledge that Sweden will continue its 
efforts to find out what happened to 
him. 

“We still have no clear picture of 
what happened to Raoul Wallen- 
berg," Palme said in a statement. 
“As long as this uncertainty remains, 
the Swedish goverment will continue 
to avail itself of every suitable oppor- 
tunity to discover his fete.’’ 

In Washington, President- Ronald 
Reagan yesterday renewed U.S. de- 
mands for a full explanation of Wal- 
lenberg’s disappearance. He said in 
a statement that ’The world owes a 
tremendous and eternal debt to this 
great man , and tbe Soviet Union 
owes the world a full and complete 
accounting ofhisfate.”

Prisoner of Zion 


steps up 4-month 
hunger strike

Prisoner of Zion Alexander Khol- 
tmansky, imprisoned by the Soviet 
authorities without trial since July 
1983, intensified his four-month-old 
hunger strike this week and has 
stopped taking fluids. 

This was. reported to activists for 
Soviet Jewry in Jerusalem by his 
sister-io-Iaw, Oxana Kholmiansky in 
a phone conversation on Wednesday 
evening. 

Kholmiansky has been on a hun- 
ger strike against his detention with- 
out trial since September. On 
November 5, he was transferred to 
solitary confinement in a small cell. 
But earlier this month he was moved 
to a cell with a convicted murderer, 
after his blankets and clothes were 
confiscated, Oxana reported. 


Oxana and her friends have writ- 
ten to the central committee of the 
Soviet Communist Party that Khol- 
mi an sky’s continued detention with- 
out trial violates Soviet law, and 
asked the committee to intervene. 

Kholmiansky was arrested after 
the police found a gun in his parent’s 
home. Jewish activists in Moscow 
allege that the. weapon was planted 
there. „<■

Bar-Lev: Even terrorists must 


get humane treatment in jail

HAIFA. - Terrorists and others 
jailed for security offences are hu- 
man beings and must be provided 
certain minimal amenities in prison. 
Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev told 
reporters here yesterday. 


Bar-Lev said this at a news confer- 
ence at City Hall." in reply to a 
question about his “liberal policies" 
towards jailed terrorists. He visited 
Haifa City Hall yesterday morning 
as guest of Mayor Arve Gurel. and 
toured police establishments in the 
port city and in the North. 


He said some people feel that 
those imprisoned for security off- 
ences deserve only the worst condi- 
tions. but he does not agree. 

Bar-Lev recalled that shortly after 
his appointment he visited the max- 
imum security prison near Nablus, 
where the inmates were on a hunger 
strike to press their demands for 
better conditions. 

Between 20 and 25 prisoners were 
in a small room, in which they had 


been locked up for 22 hours a day. 
Under these circumstances, he saw 
no reason why some of their de- 
mands. like their request to wear 
pyjamas supplied by their families, 
should not be met. He also said that 
rhere was no connection between 
that strike and the fracas at the same 
prison on Wednesday. 

Referring to jailed members of the 
Jewish underground. Bar-Lev said 
they were treated like other Israeli 
prisoners, no better and no worse. 

The minister, who was accompa- 
nied by Police Inspector-General 
Aryeh Ivtzan and senior officers, 
including Haifa District commander 
Meshulam Amit. was also asked ab- 
out police violence. 

He replied that of the 3.000 com- 
plaints lodged against the police last 
year, more than half had proved to 
be groundless. There is hardly a 
hardened criminal these days who 
does not allege in court that he has 
been beaten by the police to obtain a 
confession. All their complaints are 
investigated, but the vast majority 
are found to be false. 


Airborne smuggler 
gets seven years in jail 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - A pilot con- 
victed of heading a gang of flying 
smugglers was sentenced yesterday 
by the Tel Aviv District Court to 
seven years in jail. 

Yosef Suriva. 40. organized a gang 
of pilots who used light planes to 
bring goods - mainly video recorders 
- from Cyprus on 240 separate occa- 
sions. according to the prosecution. 
Suriva pleaded guilty to a long list of 
smuggling charges, as well as evad- 
ing customs duties, purchase tax. 
and value added tax. 

In a plea-bargaining deal with the 
prosecution. Suriva admitted to con- 
spiring in late 1980 wirh another 
pilot. Limor Nahshon. to smuggle 
goods from Cyprus. Before the gang 
was caught in December 1983, it was 
joined by two other pilots. Uzi Levin 
and Meir Haber. 

Describing the smuggling opera- 
•rion in his ruling. Judge Arye Even- 
Ari said the gang members would go 
abroad, buy the goods, and transfer 
them to warehouses in Cyprus. 

The goods were then loaded onto 
light planes in the presence of Cyp- 
riot customs officials. By having the 
inspector certify that the goods were 
in fan loaded on the plane to be 
taken out of the country, the gang 
avoided paying Cypriot customs 
duties. 

The plane then took off for Beo- 
Gurion Airport, where Suriya or one 


of the others would lock the plane, 
pass through border control and tell 
customs inspectors he had nothing to 
declare, get a permit for a domestic 
flight, and fly to another airfield and 
unload the smuggled goods. 


According to the judgment, 
Suriya 's gang was caught after 
another group of smugglers began 
operating from Ben-Gurion in De- 
cember 1983, and Uzi Levin cut tbe 
tires of the competing gang’s plane. 

The judge said Suriya had left his 
family in 1980 and moved in with a 
Tel Aviv “glamour girl” and lived on 
her income. Later in the year he 
began smuggling. The gang mem- 
bers earned $4,000 on each trip and 
at times flew two plane loads a day 
from Cyprus. 


A Cypriot customs inspector testi- 
fied in the trial that Suriya was the 
brains of the operation. Levin was 
sentenced to 18 months in jail and 
Haber to six months last May. Nah- 
shon turned states witness and paid 
the state $80,000 he owed it. 

Judge Even-Ari expressed shock 
in his judgement that “in a country in 
a state of seige like Israel, with all its 
borders tightly guarded, it was possi- 
ble to make daily smuggling flights 
for years without attracting the 
attention of the authorities responsi- 
ble for security and preventing 
smuggling.”

Don’t let police poison me’— snspect 


TEL AVTV (Itim). - A local man 
remanded for eight days by the Tel 
Aviv Magistrate's Court on suspi- 
cion of illegally changing foreign 
currency has asked the court to en- 
sure that the police do not poison 
him. 

The man. Wolf Kinsbruner, 61, is 
accused of running a private bank. 
The police representative told the 
court that customers were admitted 
only after a series of special knocks 
on the door of the suspect’s flat Two 


of them allegedly came while police- 
men were conducting a search, in 
which they found $37,000 in notes 
and travellers’ cheques, quantities of 
French and Swiss francs and IS6 
million. The two customers re- 
portedly had in their possession $500 
and IS5.5m. respectively. 

The police representative told the 
court that Kinsbruner had acted 
“normally'’ until coming to court. 


A General Security Service agent 
told Jewish terror defendant Sbaul 
Nir that if he did not cooperate 
during his interrogation the GSS 
could * ‘pressure" him throughout bis 
prison term. Nir testified yesterday 
in the terror trial in Jerusalem’s 
District Court. 

Nir said an agent known as 
“David" told him that if he did not 
talk. “You'll see your family once a 
month through an iron screen. You 
won’t be able to talk to them private- 
ly and you won’t be able to meet 


other people." 

Nir said “David” also told him. 
“We keep people under dose watch 
the whole way... Look at Udi Adiv. 
He thought he was so smart and 
caused us trouble during his inter- 
rogation 12-13 years ago and now be 
is paying for it." (Adiv is serving a 
17-vear term for security offences 
and the GSS has recommended 
against redudnghis term by a third.) 

Nir alleged tbe agent had also said 
the GSS could help him if he cooper- 
ated. (Itim)

was killed and six persons were in- 
jured early yesterday morning when 
a bus from Beersbeba to Ofakim 
collided with a minibus coming from 
the opposite direction near tbe 
Ofakim interesection.

Car importers threaten business close-down

TEL AVIV. - Car importers 
threatened yesterday to cease opera- ■ 
lions if news reports concerning 
proposed tax changes are correct. 
According to the reports, foe Fi- 
nance Ministry has unfrozen the ex- 
change rate on foe tax component on 
foe cost of a new car. while leaving 
the frozen rate in force for the fac- 
tory cost, transport and dealer's 


commission. 

Suppliers. say that customs and 
other taxes account for 75 per cent of 
foe car’s price, and they will not be 
able to maintain the frozen dollar 
rate on their 25 per cent. They 
maintain they are already losing 
money, by paying foreign suppliers 
at the real rate while selling to cus- 
tomers at foe frozen rate. 

The situation is further confused 
by the fact that the suppliers have 
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not received an official announce- 
ment from the Treasury on the mat- 
ter, and yesterday the customs 
offices were closed. 

This meant that customers due to 
complete car purchases yesterday 
were not able to learn bow much 
they were supposed to pay for their 
vehicles. Suppliers have not been 
ordering new care from abroad for 
nearly four weeks in view of the 
uncertainty of the situation. Cus- 
tomers have also stopped ordering, 
as suppliers are not able to tell what 
foe prices will be after foe present 
economic package deal expires at 
foe end of the month. 

Car importer Arye Carasso com- 
plained yesterday that he had been 
trying to get in touch with govern- 
ment officials all day. “According to 
what we hear and read in the news 
media," he told The Jerusalem Post, 
“foe government is breaking the 
package deal. The government can't 
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force us to sell at a loss. We’ll just 
have to close down." 

Noting that most importers now 
have very few cars in stock. Carasso 
told The Post that the government 
would not earn much extra income 
from the reported step. He express- 
ed the hope that tbe government 
would be “lenient" toward custom- 
ers due to receive cars in the next few 
days. 

Importer Yosef Alsheikh told The 
Post that he had stopped imports 
several weeks ago because he was 
unable to give customers proper 
price estimates. “I have been telling 
them that we'U place the orders, but 
will give prices only when foe gov- 
ernment decides on new policies at 
the end of the current package 
deal.” he said. “Their reaction has 
been to walk out of the store." 

He also said that he might be 
forced to close if the reported gov- 
ernment measures are true. He did 
not know, however, whether he 
would also have to close his spare 
parts and service station. 


New in Jerusalem 
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Drought drives out 
3 million Sudanese 


KHARTOUM (Reuter). - Nearly 
three million Sudanese have been 
driven from their homes by drought 
m the past year and their plight could 
soon become as grave as that of 
Ethiopian famine victims, according 
to Sudan's Health Minister Abdel' 
Sal am Saleh Isa. 

He told Reuters that 2.S million 
Sudanese in northern Darfur and 
Kordofan provinces and along the 
Red Sea coast had fled to camps 
along the sbuthern hinge of the 
drought-hit Sahei Belt and near the 
Nile. 

“The problem could become as 
serious as that in Ethiopia in four to 
five months if we don't get rain." Isa 
said. 

He said the plight of the mostly 
nomadic population in the northern 
Red Sea coastal region, where 
800.000 people have been displaced, 
was especially serious. "The situa- 
tion there is horrible. We can't get 
■people down from the hills to put 
them in camps near the main roads." 

A giant camp on the outskirts of 
Omdurman. Khartoum's twin city, 
has sprung up in the last two months. 
People there said it mainly housed 
victims from Darfur and Kordofan. 


Isa said about 50 had died in the 
first few weeks of the camp's exist- 
ence from hunger and the effects of 
travel, often by foot, over distances 
of up to 800 Jdforaetres. 

Camp residents said they were 
finding little food and were being 
told by officials to return to their 
regions. 

Isa confirmed the government was 
repatriating between 200 and 300 a 
day by truck to camps in their home 
provinces. The population of the 
Omdurman camp had dropped from 
42,000 four weeks ago to 35,000 at 
present. 

"The people don’t like to be wait- 
ing in camps on the periphery of big 
cities. We are trying to repatriate 
them." 

He said rhe displaced were badly 
straining Sudanese health facilities 
despite the help of 21 international 
aid agencies. 

The drought meanwhile has sunk 
the level of the Blue Nile, vital for 
irrigation and hydroelectric power, 
to “its lowest les'el since 1913/' Isa 
said. 

Power cuts of 4 Vi hours each 
morning have been introduced in 
residential neighbourhoods of Khar- 
toum. residents sav. 


Soviet airborne troops 
start attack near Kabul 


NEW DELHI. - Soviet forces began 
an airborne assault to free Afghan 
government forces besieged by anti- 
Marxist rebels in on eastern district 
of Afghanistan bordering Pakistan, 
a western diplomatic report said 
yesterday. 

The dispatch, read to reporters by 
a New Delhi-based diplomat who 
cannot be identified by name or 
nationality under briefing rules, said 
the Soviets had launched a new 
offensive to end the guerrilla siege of 
Chamkani 100 kilometres southeast 
of Kabul. 

The Moscow-backed Kabul reg- 
ime, admitting that a number of 
Afghan soldiers and villagers have 
been killed in the Chamkani fight- 
ing. accused Pakistan of sending 16 
truckloads of militiamen to the area 
in support of the rebel attack. 

About 11,000 additional Soviet 
troops reportedly have been de- 
ployed to seal off Afghanistan’s bor- 
ders with Iran and Pakistan follow- 
ing renewed raids by insurgents 
operating from across the frontiers. 


Meanwhile. Switzerland has re- 
jected a request for political asylum 
made by a Soviet soldier detained in 
Switzerland for two years after being 
captured by Afghan guerrillas, a 
Swiss Justice Ministry spokesman 
said yesterday in Berne. 

The spokesman said the Federal 
Office for Police Affairs had re- 
jected the soldier’s request because 
desertion from the army was insuffi- 
cient reason for granting refugee 
status. 

The soldier was one of 1 1 Russians 
captured in Afghanistan who have 
been held in a Swiss military- 
detention centre under an agree- 
ment by the Red Cross, the guerril- 
las and the Swiss. Soviet and Afghan 
governments. 

Of the 11, six returned to Moscow 
after the designated two-year deten- 
tion period expired. One absconded 
to the German' Federal Republic 
while the soldier and another opted 
to stay in the West. Two are still 
waiting out their two years in deten- 
tion. (AP, Reuter) 


Money in Miami bears tell-tale traces of cocaine 


MIAMI (Reuter). - Money in 
Miami’ is tainted .with cocaine,* 
according to a pharmacologist who 
testified during a drug trial here. 

Lee Hearn said he tested bundles 
of $100 and .$50 bills selected at 
random from seven banks and found 
between one millionth and one 
thousandth of a gram of cocaine 
adhering to each $1,500 bundle. 

Hearn had been called by a lawyer 
for Marioano Ospina. a Colombian 
accused of laundering drug money. 
Part of the prosecution case was that 
a dr^g-sniffing police dog barked 
when given Ospina’s cash to test. 


The attorney sought to prove that 
because cocaine users frequently 
sniff - the drug through rolled-up 
notes; and because So much cash in 
the area has at one time been in the 
hands of cocaine dealers, the dog’s 
reaction was not conclusive evi- 
dence. 

Hearn said that if the conclusions 
of his study were "pushed to the 
furthest point, the police could go to 
any bank (in Miami) and confiscate 
all their currency.” 

The jury listened, but found Ospi- 
na guilty anyway on Tuesday. 


Southern Europe thaws, but North still cold 


PARIS (Reuter). - Southern 
Europe began to thaw out yesterday 
but the cold spell continued to bite 
hard in the north with blizzards in 
Britain, record low temperatures in 
Paris and a smog alert in the indust- 
rial Ruhr region of West Germany'. 

At least five, more deaths were 
reported, pushing the number of 
victims of the Arctic spell to well 
over 300. 

Italy and Yugoslavia reported mil- 
der weather. Heavy rain since the 
weekend has cleared streets in the 
centre of Rome of snow and ice 
•while temperatures were back to 
normal in Naples. 

In Yugoslavia, where 19 persons 
have died from the cold, tempera- 
tures were on the rise for the third 
consecutive day and rescue teams 


cut their way through snow-drifts to 
free scores o"f towns and villages cut 
off for up to two weeks. 

In Britain, thousands of people 
were stranded by rail strikes or en- 
gulfed in blizzards in the country's 
deepest freeze for mote than 20 
years. Heavy snow fell in southwest 
England and Northern Ireland and 
forecasters said blizzards would hit 
London later in the day. 

The temperature in Paris plum- 
meted overnight to a record minus- 
14 centigrade. President Francois 
Mitterrand was blacked out during a 
live television interview last night 
when a diesel motor powering elec- 
tricity generators outside the Elysee 
Palace froze. 

In West Germany, officials 
alerted the five million inhabitants of 


the industrial Ruhr when a layer of 
warm air above the cold belt trapped 
noxious fumes and caused an alarm- 
ing build-up of smog. 

People were urged to leave their 
cars at home and lower oil and 
coal-fired heating despite tempera- 
tures of minus-five centigrade. 

The freezing weather has almost 
become a national disaster for Alba- 
nia. where avalanches have killed 
more than 50 persons and made 
several thousand homeless, accord- 
ing to official reports reaching Vien- 
na. 

In Japan heavy snow has killed 43 
persons in the past three weeks, with 
most victims falling from roofs while, 
shovelling off snow or being buried 
in drifts after falling off. police said 
yesterday. 


Biopsies do not usually ' 
increase breast cancer risk 


BOSTON (AP). - Contrary to once- 
common belief, most women who 
have benign lumps removed from 
their breasts have no ugusual risk of 
breast cancer in later years, a study 
released yesterday shows. 

Breast cancer is the most frequent 
malignancy in women, striking 1 in 
11 at some time during their lives. 
While women who have had breast 
biopsies may some day bave the 
disease, the new research shows that 
in general their odds are no worse 
than anyone else’s. 

“They were able to hone down the 
increased risk, if any exists, to a veiy 
small group of patients." Dr. Susan 
Love of Boston's Beth Israel Hospit- 
al said of the research. "The import- 
ance of the paper is not so much 
picking out that small group, since 
it's such a small number, but the fact 
that the other people don't really 
have an increased risk." 

The study, conducted by Drs. 


David Page and William Dupont of 
Vanderbilt University, was based on 
a review of 10366 breast biopsies at 
three Tennessee hospitals. 

Only 4 per cent of the women with 
benign lumps - those whose biopsies 
revealed a condition called atypical 
hyperplasia - face a “medically signi- 
ficant" increase in risk, the resear- 
chers found. They are about four 
times more likely than usual to have 
breast cancer. 

Doctors frequently perform biop- 
sies to take out suspicious-feeling 
lumps, but often these growths turn 
out to be non-malignant. However, 
until recently, many experts be- 
lieved that these women still faced 
up to four times the ordinary risk of 
cancer, and sometimes "preventive" 
mastectomies were performed. 

The results of the study were pub- 
lished' in The New England Journal 
of Medicine. 


‘New era’ in Egyptian-Greek relations 


ATHENS (Reuter). - Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak yesterday 
ended an official visit to Greece with 
an invitation to Prime Minister 
Andreas Papandreou to visit Cairo 
next month. 

Mubarak, invited here by Presi- 
dent Constantine Karamanlis, told 
reporters he discussed the Middle 
East, the Gulf war and Greek- 
Turkish issues with Papandreou and 
concluded: "Till we meet again, 
brother Prime Minister, in Egypt 
next month/' 

Greek government spokesman 
Dimi trios Maroudas said the visit 
set the seal on a new era in Greek- 


Egyptian relations." 

“There has been a restoration of 
the very best relations with Egypt, 
something we have been trying to 
achieve for the last 20 years."- he 
added. 

Maroudas said that until about a 
year ago ties were at a low level 
because of bilateral problems over 
Greeks in Egypt and Egyptian prop- 
erty in Greece. 

' He said the restoration last year of 
diplomatic ties between Egypt and 
Cyprus, cut off after a hijacking 
incident at Larnaca Airport in 1976, 
had helped Greek-Egvptian rela- 
tions. 


Ukrainian war criminal sentenced to death 


MOSCOW- (Reuter). - A Lfkranian 
originally jailed for deserting the 
Soviet Army and later paroled has 
been sentenced to death for tortur- 
ing people in World War n, a Mos- 
cow newspaper said yesterday. 

The daily Selskaya Zhizn (Rural 
Ufe) said that A. Mynzar had perso- 
nally tortured inmates at a death 
camp he helped to run in the south- 
ern Ukraine. 

When Soviet troops liberated the 
area, he joined the army under a 
false name in an attempt to avoid 
detection. Later he deserted, was 


caught and sentenced to 25 years in 
jail, but was paroled after 10 years. 

Hie paper said detectives had 
established he was a war criminal but 
only recently gathered enough evi- 
dence to put him on trial in Ternopol 
in the Ukranian south.

jya Sabha, the upper boose, that the 
measure would be framed “in conso- 
nance with the objective of a healthy 
political system." 

The three popularly elected gov- 
ernments had been dismissed when 
the governing parties lost their leg- 
islative majority through defections. 
But bribes and promises of cabinet 
positions in the new government 
were reportedly involved in the de- 
fections. 


Indian cosmonaut: Toga 
cores space sickness 

NEW DELHI (Reuter). - Yoga ex- 
ercises can help conquer space sick- 
ness. India's first cosmonaut said 
yesterday. 

Air Force squadron leader 
Rakesh Sharma. who spent a week 
in space in April last year with two 
Soviet companions aboard the Soyuz 
T-ll. told a meeting of the Aero 
Medical Society at Bangalore in 
southern India thatyoga exercises he 
performed helped overcome space 
sickness. 

Sharma said data from his yoga 
experiments bad not been fully ev- 
aluated yet. but one posture helped 
rid him of a spinal pain he suffered in 
the first two days of flight. 

Sharma said that yoga postures 
could not be performed in textbook 
style because of zero gravity. 


Death for anti-lslamic 
Sudan party leader 

KHARTOUM (Reuter). - The 76- 
year-old leader of the banned Re- 
public Brothers Party, Mahmoud 
Mohammed Taha. is to be hanged 
publicly today for opposing the ap- 
plication of the Sharia (Islamic law) 
in Sudan, the Sudan News Agency 
reported. 

It said Sudanese President Ja'afar 
Numeiri yesterday approved a death 
sentence handed down by a criminal 
court last week on Taha and four of 
his followers. They were convicted 
of distributing pamphlets against im- 
plementing the Sharia and inciting 
opposition to the government 
An appeal court later ruled that 
Taha’s followers would be allowed 
one month to repent. “If they insist 
on their way of thinking, they should 
also be hanged,” the court said. 

Numeiri yesterday curtailed the 
period during which they must re- 
pent to three days. 


Jamaica quiet again 
after fnel-price ridfe 

KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP). - Us- 
ing armoured personnel carriers and 
heavy road equipment, security 
forces patrolled the streets of this 
Caribbean capital yesterday and re- 
moved roadblocks set up by demon- 
strators during two days of protest 
over fnel-price hikes. 

The police said four persons had 
been killed and IS injured in the 
protests over Monday’s announce- 
ment of a 20 per cent increase in fuel

THE SHADOW OF SHARON 


It would seem that a 
weakened and divided 
Herut leadership is hardly 
capable of checking the 
Sharon juggernaut, writes 
The Jerusalem Post’s

on too overwhelming a display of 
strength at too early a stage in his 
climb to power in Herut. After all, 
they say, why anger the party estab- 
lishment at this stage, and cause 
them to stop their infighting? Why 
not wait for them to wear each other 
out and then step in at the right 
moment to pick up the crown? 

SHARON HAS slowly been gaining 
strength in Herut since the middle of 
1983. when he ploughed through 
eveiy party branch, helping candi- 
dates in the municipal election cam- 
paign. Ever since then, he has been 
cultivating key ward politicos, mas- 
saging egos, travelling long distances 
to attend this branch chieftain's mar- 
riage, or the bar mitzva of that ward 
boss’ son, not forgetting condolence 
visits. 

Perhaps the chief symbol of Shar- 
on's growing stature in Herut was 
the sight of a party veteran, ex- 
deputy minister Dov Shilansky, peti- 
tioning Sharon at the government 
table in the Knesset plenum to save 
another Herut veteran. Azriel Wald- 
man , from being dismissed by Liber- 
al Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i. 
That Shilansky sought support from 
Sharon rather than Shamir, still 
Number One on the party list, 
speaks volumes. 

And the fact that the vice premier 
is often referred to as “Number One 
on our list” rather than the party 
leader is indicative of the shakiness 
of Shamir's primacy. This was 
brought home before last year's elec- 
tions, wben Sharon challenged Sha- 
mir for the leadership and emerged 
with 42 per cent of the vote at the 
Herut Central Committee. 

Shamir apologists try to explain 
this away by saying that “our people 


didn't bother to come," but one fact 
remains: Sharon almost made it. 
That vote result also indicated where 
the supporters of Deputy Prime 
Minister David Levy swing once he 
leaves the field. And they could well 
do it again. 

Indeed. David Levy's derision not 
to enter the pre-election leadership 
contest may yet prove to have been a 
fatal error. For it is being interpreted 
as an indication of his weakness and 
lack of political will, despite his 


protestations that he held back “for 
the sake of party unity." 

SHARON'S ASCENDANCY is a 
function of the widening split be- 
tween Shamir and Levy. An increas- 
ing number of key Herutniks are 
blaming Shamir for having let things 
deteriorate, the maiir charge being 
that he has preferred to act as the 
leader of one faction rather than of 
the party as a whole. 

The test case was his unfortunate 


handling of the deputy defence 
ministership, w’hich he insisted 
should go to his loyal lieutenant. 
Michael Dekel. 

This has created a coalition of 
opposing forces which prefers the 
more suitable candidacy of Eliahu 
Ben-Elissar. But having declared his 
intention of not backing down, yet 
not being able to deliver the inb to 
Dekel. Shamir has demonstrated 
weakness, these critics say. 

The signals received from the par- 


ty organization bode ill for his pros- 
pects at the forthcoming convention, 
especially as he does not devote time 
to cultivating his constituency. 

Moreover. Shamir does little 
to answer the charges that he 
is to blame for the national unity 
coalition, which his enemies 
argue is working in Labour's 
favour. The Herut Knesset 
caucus meeting at the height of the 
Shas crisis turned into an anti- 
Labour hate session, reflecting 
Herut's bitter distress at the success 
of Prime Minister Shimon Peres. 

After years of denigrating him. 
they find’ that each day brings new 
strength to the Labour Party leader 
as incumbency works its magic. 

IT SEEMS light years since Herut 
secretariat chairman Yoram Aridor 
was counted among the front- 
runners for the leadership stakes. As 
finance minister, he helped engineer 
the Likud's 1981 electoral triumph. 
But it is doubtful whether even the 
acceptance of his dollarization 
scheme would enable him to recover 
from the expanding ramifications of 
the bank share scandal. 

It would seem that the Finance 
Ministry has had a fatal effect on its 
Herut occupants, including Aridor's 
successor. Yigal Cohen-Orgad. 
whose fall must of necessity affect 
the political fortunes of his long-time 
ally. Moshe Arens. 

The former defence minister is 
certainly the most presentable figure 
on the Herut front bench and might, 
under certain circumstances, be re- 
garded as a suitable compromise 
candidate who has the broadest 
appeal to the electorate. 


SHARON'S BANDWAGON 
appears to be picking up momen- 
tum. and it was noted how. on his 
recent home visit, he successfully 
courted a number of MKs. whether 
unaffiliated. like Gideon Gador. or 
ostensible Shamir supporters, like 
Uzi Landau. 

There were those like Yehoshua 
Matza. ostensibly a Levy man. who 
sought him out, while La'am's Ehud 
Oimen has been canvassing Shar- 
on s support for the deputy defence 
ministership. 

One also hears of Herut branch 
leaders making a pilgrimage to Shar- 
on's hotel suite during business trips 
to New York, including such names 
as Adi Halperin from tel Aviv and 
Menahem Raz of Herzliya. 

These may be seen us weather- 
vanes swivelling in the direction they 
consider that Herut's grass-roots has 
begun to shift. 

If these politicians resolve that the 
mass membership, in nursing their 
sense of collective orphanhood, is 
looking to Sharon's bulk to fill the 
void left by Begin, then we may 
shortly see the trickle turn into a 
flood." 

Herut old-timers will tell you that 
they are not happy with having been 
thrust into a position of haring to 
choose berween Sharon and Levy, 
neither of whom, they claim, can 
properly recite the words of the 
Betar hymn. 

Yet the traditional Herut lead- 
ership seems incapable of overcom- 
ing its personal feuds in order to 
keep Sharon at bay. 

It would seem that a weakened 
and divided Herut leadership 
is hardly capable of checking 
the Sharon juggernaut. That 
is. unless they manage to 
bring Menachem Begin to the res- 
cue. But short of that, there seems 
little doubt that Herut is Ariel Shar- 
on's for the taking. 


: • WHO IS WINNING the battle for 
the Herut leadership? How do Herut 
activists feel about the national unity 
government, the Histadrut elec- 
tions, their party's seven years in 
power, the Kahane phenomenon? 
’ How do they see the future? TheSe 
were some of the questions I posed 
. on a visit to the Jerusalem branch of 
the movement this week. 

Whatever the seven years of 

• Likud rule has done for the country, 
-it has done wonders for the self- 
. confidence of the party's rank and 

• file. In 1973, even after the Yom 
- Kippur War. party activists told me 

that they hoped a strong Likud 

• showing in the general election 
would (at best) strengthen Align- 

• mem hawks against that party's dov- 
ish wing. The idea that they would 
form the government was far from 
their minds. 

Today, Herut is a party that has 
tasted power and confidently ex- 
pects to do so again. “Doors were 
opened to us that were dosed for 
nearly 30 years." explains Yigal 
Amedi, secretary of the Jerusalem 
, • branch of the movement. “Today we 
believe in ourselves.” 

AMEDI, 29 was born in Jerusalem 
ef parents who came from Kurdis- 
tan. He served in the Nahal para- 
troopers in a garin (settlement 
group) of Betar, the youth move- 
. ;mem of Herut. He studied youth 
. • leadership at the Education Minis- 

• try’s college and has worked in youth 
. . clubs and with street gangs, as well as 

in Betar. 

Tfc. Avigdor (Evet) Liberman, 26, im- 
?migrated six years ago from 
Kishinev. He looks after Herut in- 
terests in the Jerusalem municipal- 


ity, having served in the Military 
Government on the West Bank. He 
started engineering in the Soviet 
Union, but switched to international 
relations at the Hebrew University. 
He has his BA and is studying for an 
MA in the same subject. 

Eli Kubeisi, 32, was bom in 
Rishon Lezion and is of Yemenite 
descent. He served in an elite com- 
bat unit in the army, received a BA 
in geography and history at the Heb- 
rew University. He has an MA in 
African studies and is now studying 
for a second MA in business admi- 
nistration. He is secretary of the 
Tchelet-Lavan (Herut) branch of the 
Histadrut in Jerusalem. 

Kubeisi is the only one of the three 
;prepifretiTo ctimmii himsetf Tegard- ( 
ing the future leadership of thepar- 1 
ty. He backs Moshe Arens -.“a 
credible, capable candidate-," and 
thinks he has the best chance, “be- 
cause Ariel Sharon and David Levy 
will cancel each other out." But he 
does not think a leadership contest is 
imminent. 

Amedi and Liberman agree. For 
the time being, all three of them say, 
Yitzhak Shamir is the undisputed 
leader and will be prime minister 
after Shimon Peres, in accordance 
with the national unity government 
agreement. Amedi is confident that 
this is the general feeling among the 
rank and file. 

THEY ANGRILY REJECT the no- 
tion that Sharon is “a danger to 
democracy." Such talk is a repeat of 
the campaign against Menachem Be- 
gin before he became premier, sug- 
gests Amedi. And Begin, he says; 
proved how unfair the charge was.

ture leader of the party. “He has 
made great contributions to the 
movement and the nation, and be 
can contribute more in the fiiture.” 

Liberman dismisses talk of a dicta- 
torship as "nonsense propagated by 
people who don't know what they 
are talking about." A dictatorship 
cannot just be established, he con- 
tends. Israeli society is far too de- 
veloped for a dictator. Sharon. 
Levy, Arens. Eliahu Ben-Elissar. 
David Magen, Moshe Katsav - ail 
are fine leaders, declares Liberman. 

Sharon is an asset to Herat, he 
believes. “He and David Levy are 
the only ones who can fill a town 
square. In the possible anarchy that 
is developing, Arik Sharon can be a 
strong, charismatic leader, who 
could guide the country with a firm 
hand. 

"It is nonsense to say that Begin 
left us without an heir. We have 
younger, more dynamic leaders than 
the Alignment." 

They feel that Begin is still active 
behind the scenes and will play a part 
in choosing the future party leader. 


but they do not expect him to return 
to full activity in the movement. 

NONE OF THE THREE is enthu- 
siastic about the national unity gov- 
ernment. They feel that Herut is 
losing out to" Tehiya. and other 
groups to the right, through its part- 
nership with the Alignment. But 
Amedi and Kubeisi want to see the 
government serve out its term now 
that it has been established. They are 
worried, though, that the Alignment 
might "trick" Shamir out of his two 
years of premiership. Liberman, 
however, does not see any point in 
his party being in the government, 
because “we cannot carry out our 
programme." 

Amedi believes that the Likud will 
gain in strength -in the forthcoming 
Histadrut elections, attracting 33 to 
35 per cent of the vote. Then, he 
believes it will demand its rightful 
place on the central committee. 

“We are the real socialists." he 
says. "The Alignment are super- 
capitalists." 

Liberman demurs. He describes 
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himself as “anti-socialist" and won- 
ders why Herut is “legitimizing" the 
Histadrut by participating in the 
elections. He would like to see Herat 
boycott the Histadrut and set up a 
national health service. Hevrat 
Ha’Ovdim, the Histadrut holding 
company, and all its concerns, 
should be sold off. 

David Ben-Gurion. he says, 
founded the labour federation 3S an 
instrument for the class struggle; 
Herat should be more faithful to the 
ideas of Ze’ev Jabotinsky. who took 
his stand on the unity of the Jewish 
people. 

The Histadrut exists. Kubeisi 
argues, and is a good thing. The 
workers need a roof organization, 
"otherwise the strong will prosper 
and the weak will be thrown to the 
dogs." Alignment control of the 
labour federation, though, is 
“another matter." This control, he 
says, must be broken. 

AMEDI SEES seven years of Likud 
rule as "seven good years for the 
Jewish people." He regards the 
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Lebanon war as “a great achieve- 
ment." and thinks that Project Re- 
newal “changed the face of the poor 
neighbourhoods, giving people self- 
respect for the first time." History, 
he believes, will judge the period in a 
positive light. 

Kubeisi agrees, criticizing the de- 
monstrations against the war while 
admitting that "most of the people 
would like to withdraw from Leba- 
non today. 

Settlement in Judea and Samaria 
has actually advanced the prospects 
for peace, he says, “because Hussein 
now knows that the longer he delays, 
the more he will lose.” 

He admits that the Likud made 
mistakes in economic policy, “but 
not mistakes that could not have 
been overcome.’’ He wonders why a 
package- deal could not have been 
struck with the Likud government, 
suggesting that Labour tactics sub- 
verted the Likud’s conduct of policy. 

Liberman thinks that the Lebanon 
war destroyed the PLO “state within 
a state.” while at the same time 
reducing the terrorist organization's 
prestige almost to zero. He contends 
that even Peres was surprised when 
the question of the PLO was not 
raised during his recent visit to 
Paris. He also lauds the destruction 
of “the international terrorist base in 
Lebanon." 

Liberman, however, is not happy 
about the peace treaty with Egypt, 
which was "an Egyptian trick.” His 
two comrades disagree. Amedi sees 
it as a real achievement and prefers 
“a cold peace to a hot war.” Kubeisi 
thinks that the great thing about the 
agreement was that it “showed the 
people that peace is possible with an 
Arab country.” 

AMEDI AND KUBEISI foresee 
the unification of the Likud, hope- 
fully leading to an alliance with 
Tehiya, Moras ha and Shas. Liber- 
man also sees the right-wing parties 
as natural allies of the Likud, but is 
not concerned with the mechanics of 
political unity. “The important 
thing.” he stresses, "is that we re- 
main true to our principles." 

Amedi is worried about MK Meir 
Kahane. who he feels is “damaging 
our cause, although he is acting out 
of a love for the land and people of 
Israel." He resolutely rejects 
Kahane’s policy towards the Arabs, 
expressing the desire to live in peace 
with the Arabs. 

Kubeisi is more forceful: "It is 
inconceivable that the Jewish peo- 
ple. which has been a target for 
persecution, will not permit its Arab 
citizens to live in its country with full 
rights. There is no room in Israel for 
this sort of extremism. I hope the 
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voters will realize this and return to 
us." 

“Are you sure they come from our 
movement?” asks Amedi. Kubeisi 
says yes. 

"Liberman is less categorical. 
Kahane will gain five seats in the 
next election, he predicts, "because 
he is saying a lor of things that we 
should be saying.” Any Arab who 
lives in Israel must be a loyal citizen 
and do national service, he declares. 
Then he can have full rights, "just 
like Jews in England and America." 
Otherwise he should live somewhere 
else. 

WHAT ABOUT the future? How 
do they see Israel in the year 2000? 

■ Kubeisi: “An Israel of five million 
Jews, absorbing aliya; with a healthy 
economy and society, at peace."' 

Liberman: “A free society and a 
free economy. A state whose exist- 
ence no one questions, in Judea and 
Samaria also. A nation strong 
enough to guarantee its. existence in 
peace." 

Amedi: (With a smile) “What can 
I add to that ?" 
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and Trade Minister 
Ana Sharon trying to bring down 
toe national unity government by 
remote control? This question 
went through the corridors of' 
power this week. Partly because of 
the strident efforts of his pals in the 
Orthodox parties like Agudat Yis- 
rael's Avraham Sbapira and 
Morasha's Haim Druckman to push 
through ‘‘Who is a Jew" legislation, 
which might cause the coalition to 
rock. And partly because of the 
rising tempo of anti-Labour attacks, 
as exemplified by the stillborn 
efforts of Likud Knesset faction 
head_ Haim Kanftnan to have an 
official inquiry into the culpability 
of the Prime Minister's Offfice in the 
press leaks on Ethiopian aliya. 

It’s no secret that Sharon, not to 
speak of Deputy Premier David 
Levy, would like to cut short the 
coalition's life, well before it's time 
for Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir to 
rotate back into his old office. 

It's all to do with the increasing 
popularity of Premier Shimon Peres, 
who has managed to keep the grand 
coalition boat afloat beyond its first 
100 days, notwithstanding efforts to 
sink it. Not only Sharon is piqued by 
Peres's zooming up " the charts to 
judge by Shamir's statement to 
Ha'aretz : “Don't be so impressed by 
Peres's showing in the polls.*’ 

Some say that Levy's support of 
the IDF pull-out plan of Peres and 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin in 
part< reflected his intention not to 
allow things to work according to 
Sharon's design. If Herat is going to 
pull the carpet from under Peres's 
premiership, it's going to be at 
Levy's convenience, so the argu- 
ment goes. Meanwhile. Minister- 
without-Portfolio Mosbe Arens said 
at a party meeting in Petah Tikva last 
week that he would be iu the running 
for the leadership once Shamir goes. 

In Labour they're wondering ab- 
out the super-hawkish line of Fi- 
nance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
(“the just war in Lebanon" and 
“Judea, Samaria and Gaza are an 
integral part of the State of Israel"). 
Is this more than just a warning to 
Peres that Moda’i will never be a 
partner to a narrow Labour coali- 
tion, or a signal to Herat that he's 
willing- to lead the Liberal Party into 


THE LOWEST and most despon- 
dent point in the story of the enslave- 
ment of the Israelites under Pharaoh 
is reached towards the end of the 
fifth chapter of Exodus.

There are those inclined to believe 
that Sharon believed it would be 
easier to bring down the coalition on 
the “Who is a Jew" issue than on less 
divisive matters - smoothing his way 
to an early take-over of Herat. 

Anyway, Arik must enjoy protekt- 
na with the orthodox parties which 
threatened a cabinet crisis over 
Energy Minister Mosbe Sbahal's 
weekend travel. They uttered narry 
a squeak when Sharon flew on Shab- 
bat from New York to Los Angeles 
last year. Arik's millionaire yordim 
groupies recently organized a be- 
nefit party to help cover the legal 
costs (reputedly over Sim.) in his 
libel suit against Time Inc. The spon- 
sors included Meshulam Rikhs and 
Arye Genger.

The argument, misdirected as it is. 
does not pass unnoticed. Moses feels, 
hurt and lost, seeing no chance for 
the success of his mission. He returns 
to the Lord and says: "O Lord, why 
have you brought trouble on this 
people? Is this why you sent me? 
Ever since I went to Pharaoh to 
speak in your name, he has brought 
trouble upon this people” (ibid.. 
22 ). 

Thus the lowest point in the story 
of redemption is reached. Even 
Moses, the leader, is ready to give up 
as he sees the dismal results of his 
doings and hears the rarpings of the 
people. 

IT IS THEN that the Lord appears 
again to Moses to tell him that the 
road to freedom is long and full of 
obstacles, and that there are no short 
cuts. Freedom does not come easily 
as a result of an overnight revolt of 
the oppressed masses. They, the 
suffering masses, do not even want 
to recognize the fact that they are 
being oppressed. Redemption.’ God 
tells Moses, will come about because 
it is a commitment deeply rooted in 
the covenantal relationship with 
Abraham. Isaac and Jacob. Free- 
dom will come to the "moaning 
Israelites” because somewhere, far 
away, on the horizon, a land is 
waiting for them, expecting them to 
come (6:1-5). 

This message is to be transmitted 
bv Moses to the Israelites: 


"Therefore say to the children of 
Israel. I am the Lord, and 1 will bring 
you out firom under the burden of the 
Egyptians. I will deliver you of their 
bondage. I will redeem you with an 
outstretched arm and with mighty 
acts of judgment. I will take you as 
my own people (then I will be your 
God).” 

Redemption as it appears in this 
elaborate. promise is not a one-time 
act. ft evolves in no less than four 
stages, expressed in four different 
terms (“bring out.” “deliver.” “re- 
deem." and “take you”). The early 
rabbis in the Jerusalem Talmud 
(Pesahim 10:1) cite these four uses of 
language as the reason for drinking 
four cups of wine during the Seder, 
when the story of the exodus is 
re-enacted. (Another, less homile- 
tic. reason for the four cups is that 
the Passover freedom meal is 
fashioned after rhe customary Greek 
symposium, which included the 
drinking of four cups of wine). 

A CLOSER look at the four stages 
of redemption will make us wonder 
about the proper order of those 
stages. What actually comes first: 
being brought out from under the 
burden of the oppressors, or being 
delivered from their bondage? Does 
not the delivery from bondage pre- 
cede being freed from the burden? 
And what about the other stages: do 
they really follow each other conse- 
quently? ’

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A FEW HOURS BEFORE the pub- 
lication on Tuesday of December’s 
consumer price index, which showed 
that the package deal had slowed 
down inflation dramatically, Fi- 
nance-Minister Yitzhak Moda'i vi- 
saed The Jerusalem Post. 

^He came 20 minutes early, and 
alone y wthout aides, spokesmen, 
driver or secretary. By arriving with 
none of the pretentious trappings 
usually associated with cabinet 
ministers, Moda’i made a strong im- 
pression :Jie, at least, appeared to be 
doing something very rare for a 
cabinet minister: practising what he 
pleached - cutbacks. 

t Just as rare is a finance minister 
.with an historical view. Finance 
4 } ministers rend to be absorbed In 
^ immediate problems. In the days 
before the package deal, when every 
month brought a new inflationary 
record, finance ministers lived from 
one consumer price index to the 
next. 

.TBut with Moda’i, there was some- 
thing remarkable from the outset, 
lie began with a lengthy discourse 
on the history of what he believes to 
be the issue central to Israeli econo- 
mics - that “our economy is not like 
any normal economy anywhere in 
the world: not because we don’t 
want it to be, but simply because 
that’s the way it is." 

If that is ModaTs Axiom Number 
; One, then Axiom Number Two fol- 
lows quickly. “That doesn’t justify 
things. It is necessary to know in 
order to understand things." 

- Those “thinfes” are, indeed, well 
known. . But they are particularly 
shocking when stated baldly by a 
finance minister uncomfortably 
straddling the fence between the 
political and personal rivalries of 
which the current government is 
composed, and the economic press- 
ures and demands which Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres has described 
as taking the country “to the very 
edge of disaster." ’ . 


Metaphors and money 


THROUGHOUT the entire discus- 
sion, Moda'i switches back and forth 
between economic jargon and cu- 
rious metaphors, rendered even 
more curious because they have late- 
k ly been the stuff of which Peres’s 
J speeches have been made. 

"Playing all the keys on the econo- 
mic piano.” for example, was how 
Peres recently described his inten- 
tions for the coming year to the 
Israel Advertisers Association. 
Moda'i uses the same expression. 


A more elaborate metaphor is one 
he uses early on to make sure of 
getting his point across: “If in 1982 
the necessary operation would have 
been on a relatively healthy man, 
now the surgery is to be performed 
On someone old and anemic — or 
worse.” 

He begins his talk with the early 
days, “when we were growing faster 
than Japan.” 

‘ “We are a country of immigrants, 
who arrived naked and with neither 
wealth nor knowledge. All that had 
to be provided by the government. 
And if you look around today, you 
see proof that we did a lot of it on our 
own.” 

He talks about the buildings and 
roads, hospitals and universities, 
constructed “in the days when we 
were earning the money to construct 
them/' and says that if such things 
have any meaning on the market, 
“the state is worth SI 15 billion in real 
estate and other assets." 

But if from 1952 until 1973 the 
country's gross national product per 
capita was growing at one of the 
fastest rates ip the world, and the 
standard of living tripled as a result, 
since 1973 there's been no net 
growth in the GNP. Net growth, he 
explains, is the growth in the eco- 
nomy, taking into consideration the 
natural growth due to an increase in 
the population. 

Nevertheless, “the standard of liv- 
ing has risen . by 30, 40, 50 per cent. " 
To make his meaning clear - the 
terms and figures with which he’s so 
familiar often roll off his tongue 
faster than non-economists can 
handle - he states baldly, “that in- 
crease in the standard of living 
doesn't come from us, it comes from 
somewhere else.” Even if there had 
been only a one half of one per cent 
rise in the standard of living, “it 
would not have been justified.” 

In one of the political hints he 
keeps dropping throughout his talk, 
Moda'i remarks that while the pro- 
cess he is describing began with the 
Yom Kippur War. it accelerated in 
the late “70s and early ’80s. 

One makes a mental note that 
those were years when his political 
allies, not Peres’, were supposed to 
be in control.

SO THE PRESENT situation is that 
the national budget “is 70 per cent of 
the GNP... Imports and exports 
combined are as large as the GNP... 
Debt servicing takes up some 30 per 
cent of the budget, another 20 per 
cent is taken up by defence and 
another 28 per cent by welfare.” 
That leaves oply about 22 per cent 


of the budget for such basic things as 
pay for teachers, policemen, hospit- 
als. roads and all the other things for 
which a government is responsible. 
When talk of budget cuts is in the air, 
he says, it’s not cutting from the 
entire budget, it’s cutting from only 
about six to eight billion dollars. 
Cutting one or two billion dollars 


from that, he says, “is almost im- 
possible." 

This didn’t happen in a void. Start- 
ing in 1973. three things happened to 
the economy. First of all there was a 
war. “which cost some $10 billion, 
when you count the peace treaty that 
followed.

A physician, Mengele, who would 
flow be*73 years old, fled Germany 
to South America in the 1950s and, 
after living under his own name in 
Argentina, came to Paraguay, where 
he was granted citizenship in 1959.

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voked his papers in 1979, saying he 
left the country in 1964 or 1965 and 
had not returned. 

The ad was placed in the newspap- 
er El Diario on December 10 by Nazi 
hunter Beate Klarsfeld, who visited 
Paraguay in February and Novem- 
ber to meet officials, setting off a 
new round of denials of Mengele *s 
presence and fanning new specula- 
tion about his whereabouts. 

KLARSFELD, a West German 
who, with her French husband, 
operates a Paris-based organization 
searching for hidden war criminals, 
maintains there is still strong reason 
to believe Mengele is living, under 
protection, in Paraguay and receiv- 
ing money from a family-owned firm 
in Germany. 

Interior Minister Sabino Monta- 
naro, one of the most vebemeot 
spokesmen for the 30-year-old right- 
wing regime of President Gen. Alfre- 
do Stroessner, has questioned Klars- 
feld’s motives, suggesting her efforts 


are part of an “international com- 
munist conspiracy” to damage Para- 
guayan prestige. 

Patna, the newspaper of Stroess- 
ner’s ruling Colorado Party, suggests 
that riie reward should apply not 
just to Paraguay, but to “wherever 
Mengele may be-in Brazil. Bolivia, 
Tibet, Ethiopia or six feet under- 
ground in some forgorten 
graveyard.’’. 

Still others suggested that Klars- 
feld is merely seeking publicity for 
fund-raising purposes. 

“The desire .of the Paraguayan 
Government is to find this man and 
bring him to justice,” said criminal 
court Judge Anseltno Aveiro, 38, 
now in charge of the case, in an 
interview at his office in Asuncion's 
white marble Justice Palace. 

“An order for his arrest has ex- 
isted for years and I renew it regular- 
ly, but the police have not found him 
and no one else has told me where he 
is. No one has come forward from 
the Jewish community or from the

West German Embassy. 

Klarsfeld. he said, “did not speak 
with me, nor, as far as I know, did 
she offer anv new facts to the Justice 
or Interior Ministries. Those who say 


Mengele is being protected fail to say 
who the protector is or where the 
wanted man is hidden." 

“THIS MAN MENGELE has be- 
comes phantom." says a respected 
member of Asuncion's 1,200- 
member Jewish community, who did 
not wish to be identified. Leaders of 
the community declined to meet 
with Klarsfeld. “It’s a shame politics 
cannot be put aside and a dedicated 
effort made to find him.” 

Few people remain in Asuncion 
who knew, or will admit to knowing 
Mengele. 

“The Germans I know believe he 
left long ago," says Walter Schultz, 
the Paraguayan-born son of immig- 
rants, members of a German- 
descended community estimated at 
about 100,000 which includes Presi- 
dent Stroessner. son of a German 
father and Paraguayan mother. 

“I signed his naturalization pap- 
ers, but didn't even realize it until 
1962, when I read in a Brazilian 
magazine that a man named 
Mengele was wanted for war 
crimes,” says Eugenio Jimenez Y 
Nunez, 69, the only surviving mem- 
ber of the three-man Supreme Court 
that approved citizenship requests. 
“No one was looking for him when 
be applied to become a Para- 
guayan. (Associated Press) 
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more than any other country. And 
thirdly there was a recession in those 
very’ countries in which Israel made 
money as an exporter." 

Of the second of these he says with 
emphasis. "If the rest of the world 
was forced by the energy crisis of the 
1970s to swallow a chicken, we had 
to swallow a cow," 

Moda'i praises the premier several 
times as the first prime minister in 
rhe short history of the country, with 
the possible exception of Levi 
Eshkol. to take an interest in the 
economy. Yet even as Peres some- 
times seems to echo the Liberal 
Party finance minister, they diverge 
on possibly the most critical point - 
how to implement economic policy. 
While Peres talks of consensus. 
Moda'i talks of other, somewhat less 
defined but surely more forceful 
wavs. 

HAVING COMPLETED what he 
describes as only an introduction, 
“so that you don't take things for 
granted." Moda'i comes to the ques- 
tion: Where as an economy do we go 
from here? 

And his answer is the same answer 
that has been coming for so long 
from the Finance Ministry. Cut the 
budget. 

Someone asks whether it would 
not be preferable to try to hold down 
wages, to fight on a single front 
instead of the two dozen ministerial 
fronts he now faces as he seeks to 
reduce the government's spending. 

But he points out that again, there 
is a history to these things. “If only 
there were a permanent wage cut,” 
he says wistfully. “But the history of 
wage cuts shows that they are at best 
only temporary.” 

However, adds the finance minis- 
ter. who at 11 a.m. still does not 
know that the index rise in Decem- 
ber was a meagre - by Israeli stan- 
dards - 3.7 per cent, “the package 
deal did succeed in halting the in- 
crease in wages, at least in the public 
sector.” 

But how does one cut wages in the 
public sector? 

The economists' answer is unem- 
ployment, but Yitzhak Moda’i is a 
politician, and as such is understand- 
ably reluctant to get into any discus- 
sion on this question. 

He goes on to explain why he 
believes it's easier to cut the budget 
than to hold down wages. “The 
budget is a centralized target and it’s 
easier to regulate. I can’t get into 
regulating wage increases when 
there are differences between suc- 
cessful factories and failing factories, 
when there are differences between 
wages in textiles and in electronics.” 

In discussing his awareness of the 
effects of the budget cuts - “Those 
who resist budget cuts always drag 


out pictures of the most sick, the 
most destitute, the most miserable” 
- he suddenly raises his voice slight- 
ly. “I have no way other than to 
become the enemy of the people." 

HE IS ASKED about his famous 
plans, plans he said he had when he 
was energy minister and other Likud 
politicians held the treasury port- 
folio; plans he said he could put 
together during the "three months of 
relative quiet'" that the package deal 
was supposed to provide. 

As the enemy of the people, he 
has less than two weeks to go before 
the end of the package deal that he 
has called “administrative measures 
rather than economic policy” and 
which, no matter how artificial, 
proved that one can confound the 
Israeli consumer's expectations ab- 
out inevitable price rises. 

His answer is probably the only 
answer a finance minister could have 
nowadays: 

“Why ask me to present you with a 
plan? Open your newspaper every' 
day for a week; an entire economic 
plan is written there. Plans aren't the 
problem. The problem is that we 
know what has to be done and we 
ran’t do it." Here he sounds bitter, 
and one surmises that he is holding 
himself back from adding, on the 
record, “...at least not vet. political- 
ly-" 

Bur “that is what the national 
unify government was established 
for. Mr. Minister," says somebody 
in the room, and Moda'i nods and 
responds. “In retrospect, as far as 
economic issues are concerned, 
there's no advantage in a broad 
based government such as the one 
we have now over a narrow govern- 
ment.” 

AS HE SAYS this, there is genuine 
mournfulness in his voice. For 
perhaps more than any other minis- 
ter except Peres. Moda'i has put his 
entire political career on the line in 
the national unity government. In 
doing so he has been unique among 
Likud politicians in not publicly criti- 
cizing the Labour Party ministers. 

So the session ends, with ques- 
tions about the future still hovering 
in the air. with the finance minister 
both confident that the economy 
“has the potential, within a year, to 
renew growth,” and apparently un- 
sure whether the current circumst- 
ances are the best for the economic 
measures needed to bring about the 
“so. so necessary” expansion. 

During the discussion, the minis- 
ter had rejected completely the idea 
of bringing in the International 
Monetary Fund, with its sterile and 
academic methods that can force 
unemployment to double or triple 
"simply so that they can meet their 
abstract targets.” Yet even without 
the IMF, - circumstances may even- , 
tually compel the government to let 
the finance minister loose on the 
economy, without a consensus, with- 
out national unify, but with the- 
awareness that time has filially run 
out and action is all that is left. 
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for the stuff of which memories are made, treat 
some fine cuisine and old world ambience at the 
American Colony Hotel.

The Shultz message

THE SPECIAL EMISSARY whom 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
sent from Geneva to Jerusalem does 
not deal with Middle East affairs. As 
Deputy Assistant Secretary for 
European affairs, R. Mark Pal- 
mer deals particularly with Soviet 
affairs and. in this capacity, he was 
sent by Shultz to see Foreign Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir. 

Israel was among the few govern- 
ments which the U.S. chose to in- 
form directly about the outcome of 
the ShultZ'Gromyko talks on arms 
control. 

This extraordinary gesture was 
not overlooked in Jerusalem and 
should not be overlooked by the 
Israeli public, as it is a sign of very 
intimate relations which have de- 
veloped during the last two years 
between Israel and the United 
States. 

It is especially noteworthy in a 
week when the government of Israel 
decided to pull out of Lebanon: 
indeed, the special relations be- 
tween Israel and the U.S. were given 
extra impetus about two years ago. 
when the U.S. succeeded in bringing 
about an agreement between the 
government of Lebanon and the 
government of Israel on security 
arrangements which would enable 
Israel to pull its forces out. 

These close relations were man- 
ifested in the message which Mark 
Palmer conveyed from the secretary 
of state to the government of Israel. 

The message contained positive 
assurances that the U.S. would con- 
sult Israel on its talks with the Soviet 
Union regarding the Middle East. 
These talks have not yet started, and 
they are largely of a diplomatic, 
exploratory nature, but the United 
States government undertook to 
constantly inform Israel of their con- 
tents. 

The many details which the U.S. 
emissary conveyed to Shamir have 
given the prospective Soviet- 
American talks their proper pers- 
pective. But the most important fac- 
tor in the message was that the 
United States was not intending to 
make a deal with the Soviet Union 
on the Middle East, especially be- 
hind Israel's back.

THIS IS CERTAINLY a departure 
from previous dialogues between the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union. More 
than 15 years ago, on October 28. 
1969, the U.S. surprised Israel on 
the day the Israeli.public weru.to the 
polls by submitting a draft proposal 
to the Soviet Union, later rejected 
by Israel, known as the Rogers Plan. 

This plan was also rejected by the 
Soviet Union, as their Arab clients 
were then refusing to acquiesce in 
any form of peace with Israel. 

"This procedure of negotiating with 
the Soviet Union on matters con- 
cerning Israel without prior con- 
sultations with Israel, angered Israel 
four years larer. when Henry Kissin- 
ger reached an agreement with 
Soviet leader ^Leonid Brezhnev in 
Moscow over ending the Yom Kip- 


Prime Minister Golda Meir took 
strong exception to this procedure, 
but Kissinger explained that due to 
technical difficulties in communica- 
tion . Israel was not informed in 
advance. At the same time, Kissin- 
ger had something in return for 
Israel: the Security Council call for 
direct Israel- Arab negotiations. for 
peace, a call which Israel had sought 
for years. 


In October 1977. President Jimmy 
Carter aroused Israel’s anger by 
announcing an agreement with the 
Soviet Union about Palestinian 
rights within the framework of a 
reconvened Geneva Conference. 


Israel's past experience with 
American diplomacy underline the 
importance of the assurances given 
to Shamir by Shultz. They mirror the 
great change that has occurred in 
Israel- American relations. 
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INDEED, not only Israel but also 
Egypt had looked in the past with 
some suspicion at the possibility of 
an American-Soviet deal on the 
Middle East. 

Two extraordinary moves of great 
strategic importance were taken by 
the late President Anwar Sadat, who 
suspected that an American-Soviet 
deal was being concocted behind bis 
back. The first was in 1972. after the 
Moscow summit, when Egypt expel- 
led the Soviet military personnel; the 
second was in 1977. after the joint 
American-Soviet communique on 
the Middle East, when Sadat de- 
cided to go to Jerusalem. 

In both cases, he feared that the 
American-Soviet talks would only 
prolong Israel's occupation of Sinai. 

Sadat's heir does not have to fear 
the prolongation of the Sinai occupa- 
tion: it is back in Egyptian hands. 
For this reason, Egypt voted in the 
last general assembly for a Soviet- 
Arab proposal to convene an inter- 
national conference under the au- 
spices of the United Nations for the 
purpose of finding a solution for the 
Israeli-Arab dispute. The U.S., 
Canada and Israel were the only 
three nations to vote against it. A 
total of 128 member states voted in 
favour of it and the rest abstained or 
were absent. 


THIS FORMULA of an interna- 
tional conference was first raised by 
Brezhnev in his last speech to the 
26th Congress of the Soviet Com- 
munist Party in February 1981. It 
was not an original idea. Indeed, the 
Soviets preferred the formula 
whereby a conference was held 
under the auspices of the two pow- 
ers, like the Geneva Conference. 

But as the Geneva formula was 
blocked by the Egyptian-Israeli 
peace treaty, Soviet diplomacy pre- 
ferred the banner of an international 
conference, wbich assembled so 


many nations. 


pur war. which Egypt and Syria had 
initiated. 


But despite this diplomatic 
achievement at the last UN Assem- 
bly. and with such an impressive 
majority, the Soviet Union is still 
pressing for a two-power agreement 
wbich will precede the international 
conference. 


The slogan of an international 
conference is used by the Soviets as a 
tool of diplomatic pressure to get the 
U.S. and Israel to .agree to an 
American-Soviet dialogue on tiae 
Middle East. 


But the U.S. is not too keen to 
share responsibility with the Soviet 
Union in the Middle East as the 
Soviet Union had not shown great 
responsibility in its dealings in the 


area. 


The Soviet Union had devoted 
immense efforts to getting America 
to recognize the Soviets' equal status 
in the Middle East. It ranges back 
nearly 30 years when, in 1957, the 
Soviets submitted to the Western 
powers the draft of a joint declara- 
tion for four-power cooperation in 
the Middle East. The plea was re- 
jected by the United States. 

Since then, this tussle has con- 
tinued; it was even raised at the last 
encounter when Shultz and Gromy- 
ko met in Geneva. The United 
States was willing to discuss with the 
Soviet Union any question on areas 
of tension, but not to negotiate a 
deal. 


This is how one should view the 
message which was brought to Jeru- 
salem from Shultz.

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THE PRESSURE of the religious 
parties for amending the Law of 
Return should be seen in the context 
of the pressure exerted by the rab- 
binate on the Jews from Ethiopia to 
perform a ritual immersion. What 
could be more grotesque? As long as 
the rabbis in the past hesitated or 
refused to acknowledge that the 
Falashas - as they were called - were 
Jews, there was an inheritent logic in 
the injustice of their ruling. After all 
a non-Jew cannot formally become a 
Jew by simply declaring himself one. 
any more than a Methodist can so 
beixrae a Catholic or a Moslem. 

Once the rabbinate recognized 
them a Jews, however - and they 
have come to Israel as of right under 
the Law or Return - it is surely an 
impertinence to present them with 
an additional condition for their 
"acceptance." The nation has taken 
them to its bosom: and it is probably 
the very differences between them 
and the rest of us that have infused 
the welcome with a special warmth. 
It is not only the distinctive colour of 
their skin: ’not only the sufferings 
they have recently undergone. It is 
the tangible reminder of the miracu- 
lous continuity of our history, the 
survival of a Jewish tribe in ideolo- 
gical purity for at least 2.000 years: 
the persistence with which they have 
identified as Jews in alien and often 
hostile surroundings, isolated 
moreover from the main body of the 
Jewish people and the mainstream of 
its history. No other community in 
Israel can point to such a record of 
devotion. 

What. then, can be the purpose of 
a ritual immersion? To make "bet- 
ter" Jews of them? They are. on 
their record, already better Jews. 
No: the demand for ritual immersion 
derives from the nit-picking irrele- 
vance to which our. Orthodox au- 
thorities so often resort to for 
reasons remote from godliness or 
compassion or logic.

envisaging the host of problems that 
must be faced by the religious lead- 
ers on the restoration of Jewish 
statehood, urged the setting up of a 
Sanhedrin.

The 
first is the determination of the 
Orthodox rabbis to maintain their 
monopoly of religious ruling. It is 
not really the nature of religious 
ruling. It is not really the nature of 
the few conversions that trouble 
them. It is the officiating rabbis.

performed the miracle of a. united 
national government, have culpably 
failed to take advantage of their 
huge majontv in order to pul an end ^ 
ro the religious parties' capability to 
extort support for demands to which .

Knesset are opposed. In the long 
ranee this can be achieved by 
amending the electoral system, sc as 
to create the possibility of stable 
government by a majority party.

The truth is that their only concern 
is with a future election when, as 
they believe, they will be able to 
claim, from religious parties brim- 
ming over with gratitude, support in 
forming a government coalition. 

The irony in the situation is that 
their calculation is quite wrong. 
They have not the slightest reason to 
believe that the religious parties will 
be "grateful." On the contrary: they 
will argue that if the Likud voted as it 
did on such a question of conscience, 
it surely did so out of conviction and 
not out of horse-trading calcula- 
tions. They will, quite correctly owe 
the Likud nothing. 

The Likud members, strangely 
enough, have failed to notice that 
the Labour Party, though un- 
doubtedly also interested in the out- 
come of the next election, decide cllo 


EVEN IF there were any real danger 
to Israel from the present forms of 
conversion, it would still be proper 
to weigh it against the danger of 
creating a widespread sense of 
alienation among the non-orthodox 
Jews in the Diaspora. That is what 
Israel's secular legislators should be 
doing. Instead, many of them are 
supporting the ploy of the religious 
parties. 

The two major parties, having 


vote against the religious parties' £ 
wishes. Shimon Peres and his col- 


leagues are thereby not only showing 
a greater sense of national and mural 
responsibility. They are also being 
more practical. They know that any 
advance payment for support will 
soon be forgotten. They know thatin 
any future negotiations, a complete- 
ly new price will have to be paid for 
the* religious parties’ support: and 
they will then compete with the 
Likud on equal terms. 


IN' RECENTyeafs there has been 
increasing interest in various forms 
of alternative medicine. Perhaps re- 
flective of the "back to Nature" 
trend, natural healing techniques 
have sometimes provide the answers 
where conventional medicine has 
failed. 

While orthodox medical treat- 
ment generally focuses on the iso- 
lated symptoms of a patient's condi- 
tion, alternative medicine focuses on 
a holistic approach (from die Greek 
word “holes," meaning whole). The 
whole, according to this approach, 
cannot be fully analysed without 
understanding the sum of its parts. 

"The last three years have seen a 
particular growth in curiousity about 
homeopathic medicine in this coun- 
try." according to Oscar Lalevnikov 
of the Neviim Homeopathic 
Pharmacy in Tel Aviv. "Unfortu- 
nately.'' he adds, “few people 
understand the nature of its treat- 
ment. ” 

Frequently asked questions in- 
clude: 

What is homeopathy? 

Homeopathy is a philosophy of 
health and a formal system of treat- 
ment developed some 170 years ago 



will 
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by Samuel Hahnemann (1755-1843), 
and expanded and elaborated on by 
his followers. The word 
“homeopathy" derives from the 
Greek homoion (similar) and 
pathein (disease, suffering). Con- 
ventional medical treatment in- 
cludes administering substances to 
alleviate symptoms of a disease. 
Homeopathic medicine. tries to cure 
the underlying conditions that pro- 
duced those symptoms. According 
to Hahnemann, the correct remedy 
for an illness is a substance that will 
■produce the same set of symptoms in 
a healthy patient. 

How does treatment proceed? 

Perhaps the most important ele- 
ment of homeopathic treatment is 
the initial interview. Patients are 
asked to gave a detailed medical 
history, including even minor symp- 
toms and treatments over the years. 
The mental and emotional, as well as 


environmental factors, are consi- 
dered. The practitioner also 
observes the patient's behaviour, 
movement and speech pattern. 

What are homeopathic remedies? 

Homeopathic remedies make 
equal use of substances from the 
animal, vegetable and mineral king- 
doms. These are blended in either 
tincture, powder, pill or globule 
form, and available only at 
homeopathic pharmacies. Reactions 
occur within a few minutes to a few 
weeks, depending on the type and 
severity of the condition. 

What sort of illnesses can 
homeopathy alleviate? 

Homeopathic treatment may be 
instituted in cases of chronic com- 
plaints such as asthma and migraine 
headaches, in degenerative diseases 
such as arteriosclerosis or Parkin- 
son’s disease or as first aid for cuts, 
bruises, sprains and stTaius, or after 


childbirth or operations. 

* What kinds of diseases 
homeopathy not cure? 

Homeopathy does not treat dis- 
eases: it treats people. Although a 
homeopath may have success in treat- 
ing the conditions that led to cancer 1 
in a particular patient, one cannot 
generalize and say that homeopathy 
cures cancer. 

Many apparent surgical cases, se- 
vere psychosis, and advanced dis- 
eases do not respond to 
homeopathic treatment. Conven- 
tional medications may also have ..so 
interfered with a patient's condition, 
that the homeopathic physician can 
no longer sort out the symptoms pn 
which to prescribe. 

Is there anything to avoid while 
under homeopathic treatment? 

There is some controversy among 
homeopaths as to what foods, bever- 
ages and drugs should be avoided _Ji^£ 
many cases, they suggest withdrawal 
from all conventional medications, 
unless it is unsafe for the patiem'.to 
do so. Some homeopaths say that 
caffeine, flouride toothpaste, herb 
teas, products containing camphour. 
tobacco, alcohol and other mind- 
altering drugs should be avoided. •

ments on their side. Repressing in-

real resources and makes the uJti- 
- mate solutions more difficult. 

The basic problem of the Israeli

resources exceed what we produce 
ourselves and what we can get from 
abroad as grants, gifts or long-term 
loans. That is why we have an “unco- 
vered" balance-of payments gap of 
‘some $2 billion, which is roughly 
V equal to the government’s budget 
v * deficit. 

! • As long as that gap yawns, the

THE PRICE OF STABILITY 


The package deaTis not merely an administrative repression 
of inflation, but rests on a very real foundation — the cut 
in real wages that preceded it, writes 
The Jerusalem Post’s Economic Editor" Meir Merhav. 


balance forces the government to 
devalue. the currency 1 and raise the 
prices of the goods it controls, thus 
driving inflation to a higher level. If 
the balance-of-payraents crisis is 
temporarily overcome, the new level 
of inflation can be kept relatively 
Stable - till the next crisis. 

This mechanism more or less held 
until 19S3, at the cost of an ever- 
rising foreign indebtedness. As the 
economy approached the limits of 
what it could borrow and service 
abroad, the crisis became acute. In- 
flationary cost-pushes had to be ap- 
plied in ever-increasing doses, to the 
point where the mechanism became 
uncontrollable and, instead of alle- 
viating the foreign payments prob- 
lem, made it worse - by causing a run 
on the foreign currency reserves. 

Since 1983, with the ill-fated 
adventurism of Yoram Aridor and 
the bank-share crash, it has no lon- 
ger been possible to trade-off 
balance-of-payments difficulties 
against inflation. They have 
coalesced into one problem. 
Attempts to push up inflation on the 
cost side, through accelerated de- 
valuation and raising government- 
controlled prices, no longer work.. 
They are almost instantly translated 
into a further drain on the foreign- 
currency reserves. 

HOW CAN the gap tjetween the 
available resources and our demands 
on them be closed? The obvious 
answer is that the economy must be 
put back on a growth course. The 
trouble is that the renewal of growth 
requires structural changes that take 
a long time, to bring about, re- 
sources that are not available, and 
the very stability that itself depends 
on closing the gap between demands 
and resources. 

The only quick way of closing the 
gap between what we have and what 
we want or need is to cut down on 
what w’e want. We must, in short, 
reduce our aggregate demand to 
match the quantity of resources at 
our disposal. The way to do that, 
more specifically, is to reduce, if not 
eliminate altogether, the govern- 
ment's budget deficit. 

The argument sounds so believ- 
able as to be almost incontestable. 
What is more, it makes it obvious 
that no wage-price freeze of the kind 


we have right now is an answer to 
this basic problem. 

But is a wage-price freeze really 
no more than an exercise in procras- 
tination? Could it be that the con- 
crete reality of Israel’s political eco- 
nomy confounds, or_at least mod- 
ifies, the textbook truths? 

There can be no argument that we 
roust cut down on our aggregate 
demand right now. Recriminations 
over the political-military-messianic 
megalomania and the economic mis- 
management and adventurism that 
brought us to our present pass won't 
help. 

How then do we reduce aggregate 
demand? 

THE ORTHODOX answer is: by 
cutting government expenditure. 
That answer rests on two assump- 
tions. One is that government can do 
little to curb the private demands of 
wage-earners and businessmen, par- 
ticularly when , as in Israel, there are 
vast amounts of liquid savings that 
can be diverted to current consump- 
tion, so that the only direct and 
immediate way of reducing demand 
is by slashing government spending. 

The second assumption is that 
those collective demands that are 
represented by public spending are- 
inherently inferior to private" de- 
mands. The demand for new auto- 
mobiles, video sets, foreign travel 
and the like is, in other words, either 
untouchable or superior to the col- 
lective demand for education and 
research, for health services, for tak- 
ing care of the aged and the dis- 
advantaged. 

A supporting ideological bias in 
favour of these assumptions is, of 
course, the ingrained hatred of any 
government, which, by definition, is 
“inefficient” as long as one does not 
benefit from its favours. 

To this I would counter first, that 


the almost universal conviction that 
the government is inefficient and 
that public servants do little more 
than drink tea is mostly the bias of 
those who have hardly come in con- 
tact with the public service. 

Secondly. I would argue that most 
of the collective demands repre- 
sented by public expenditure, with 
all the meffiriencies and redundan- 
cies one may impute to them, are far 
superior, in terms of social justice, 
ethical norms, and even economic 
benefit - such as education - to a 
great part of rhe sacrosanct private 
demand. 

THE CONCRETE .reality of Israeli 
society and economy has shown that 
there is an alternative to budget cuts 
for the purpose of reducing aggre- 
gate demand. 

The preliminary data on the 
national accounts for 1984 recently 
published by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics show that in 1984 private 
consumption has shrunk by 7.5 per 
cent per capita - the sharpest con- 
traction since 1950. Most of this is no 
doubt due to a wage erosion of 15 per 
cent and more since mid- 1984. 

This wage erosion, which prob- 
ably has no precedent in any market 
economy, has been accepted by the 
Histadrut. and none of the powerful 
works committees have raised their 
voices. 

The great hope of economists who 
believe in market forces is that the 
reduction of real wages will pull 
other incomes down as well. TTiat 
may turn out to be an over-pious 
hope. For the moment, all one can 
say is that aggregate demand has 
been cut, and cut significantly, by a 
voluntarily accepted reduction in 
real wages. 

This leads us back to the package 
deal, its success and its foUow-up. 
Most of those w’ho have grudgingly 


conceded the success have credited 
this to the “responsible" conduct of 
the public. All of a sudden, econo- 
mic commentators have forgotten 
the laws of economics, as well as the 
conditions in which the package deal 
was pur together. 

"The public” is always talked of as 
some harmonious whole which, in 
the present case, has demonstrated 
“responsibility." This is simply not 
so. 

The manufacturers had their 
prices padded at the beginning of the 
package deal so that they "might be 
able to live with them" for the dura- 
tion. as was officially admitted. If 
demand had been exuberant, they 
would at least have raised their 
prices to .the official maximum. If 
they did not - and many retailers 
sold far below the official maximum 
prices - it was because demand was 
slack. - because the cut in real wages 
had taken effect. 

■■Responsibility" had something 
to do with it. but the laws of econo- 
mics were stronger. 

WHEN Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda’i visited The Jerusalem Post 
this week, he conceded that a reduc- 
tion of aggregate demand through a 
cut in real wages might be an alterna- 
tive to budget cuts. His reasons for 
nevertheless insisting on budget cuts 
were that he did nofbelieve That the 
curs in real wages would last for long, 
and that budget cuts were immediate 
and under his control. 

His argument - which is shared by 
most of" the economic officialdom 
and the academic community, with 
the exception of some radicals in the 
Bank of Israel - is wrong on several 
counts. The first is that he has not so 
far devoted much effort to making 
the wage cuts lasting and has. in- 
stead. fought an uphill struggle for 
budget cuts, where genuine socio- 


economic difficulties always become 
party-political issues. 

The second is that, while the wage 
cuts have already been achieved and 
were immediate, the budget cuts are 
still on paper and will be neither 
immediate nor under his control. 
Moreover, the major part of the 
deficit cuts he plans are not reduc- 
tions of expenditure (which are 
almost impossible to achieve when 
the deficit is S2b. and the total opera- 
tive budget, after deducting debt 
service and defence, is less than 
SSb.'l but tax and price increases that 
will boost inflation again. 

If Mr. Moda'i achieves his pur- 
pose we may. by the conclusion of 
this or another round of the package 
deal, end up w’here we were before - 
with runaway inflation. 
Government-induced cost-pushes 
tend to have a multiplier effect: they 
signal to all that inflation is the 
watchword. 

Budget cuts, in short, mean a 
return to high inflation together with 
stagnation - to stagflation. They will 
produce not only large numbers of 
unemployed, but will make them 
unemployable. 

THE PACKAGE DEAL has cre- 
ated a chance to maintain stability 
long enough to lay the foundations 
for a renewal of economic growth. 
That stability is not the result of a 
price-list published by the Ministry 
of Industry and Trade". It is the result 
of a cut in real wages and the onset of 
a recession. 

This price stability must be main- 
tained for a year. Without it, even 
budget cuts will not be possible . 
because there will be no effective 
budget control. Without it. there will 
be no reduction of the deficit on the 
revenue side, because there will be 
no rehabilitation of the tax system. 
Without it. the renewal of growth 
will remain a pious hope, because 
there will be no enterprise and in- 
vestment. Without it. the illicit sav- 
ings. whether from black or legiti- 
mate earnings, will not resurface. 
And finally, without price stability 
there will also be no wage stabililty. 
A return to the race between wages 
and prices will, as has always hap- 
pened before, end up by wages over- 
taking prices. 

Holding down real wages - and 


reducing other incomes in their wake 
- accomplishes the same cut in 
aggregate demand as a cut in govern- 
ment expenditure, but it does so in a 
way that is more conducive to a 
renewal of growth. 

Lower real wages will make our 
industry more competitive and new 
enterprise more attractive. The fall 
in aggregate demand will, like that 
resulting from budget cuts, cause 
unemployment: bufthe unemploy- 
ment will be spread more widely, 
geographically, sectorially. and by 
skills and occupations. Reabsorp- 
rion of the unemployed is therefore 
likely to be easier and faster than in 
the case of unemployment in the 
public sector or in defence-oriented 
enterprises in development towns. 

The next package deal must eli- 
minate the distortions of the first 
round and tie up its loose ends. Some 
of that was already done on Wednes- 
day. It must take the form of a new 
price and wage freeze, which should 
be subject to quarterly adjustments. 
It should include a freeze on de- 
valuations and a reduction of in- 
terest rates to a level consonant with 
such rate of inflation as may remain. 

Price stability will permit the gov- 
ernment to cut the subsidies gradual- 
ly. without entailing a compensatory 
rise in wages. A stable exchange rate 
will relieve the government of the 
subsidies to exports, which will be- 
come more competitive through the 
lower level of real wages, and 
through the all-round rise in produc- 
tivity that will follow. 

Stability will increase the govern- 
ment's revenue almost automatically. 
It will increase savings. And if I 
am right in arguing that the package 
deal has succeeded not because its 
administrative aspects have been 
effective, but because it rested on 
the very real foundation of a cut in 
real wages and a fall in consumption, 
then it is not merely a repression of 
inflation. It is a substantial step to- 
wards attacking the basic problem of 
our "living beyond our means." 

If this stability can be maintained, 
the budget cuts for which Mr. Mod- 
a'i struggles so desperately and with 
so little chance of success may be- 
come largely superfluous. He admit- 
ted as much to The Post this week, 
but said he did not believe wages 
could be kept stable at their present 
lower level. But has he really tried? 

Stagflation and mass unemploy- 
ment, which are the inevitable result 
of the policies he proposes, are re- 
medies that are worse than the dis- 
ease.

■ If anything is certain in an uncer- 
tain world, it is that next December 
31 (according to’the enemy’s calen- 
dar). Israelis will once again flock to 
Sylvester parties, no matter what the 
weather, the economy, or the secur- 
’ity situation. Now, therefore, is the 
‘time to plan the future. 

Much less clear to many is why this 
particular New Year celebration 
goes, in Israel, by the name "Sylves- 
ter." This year we have been pretty 
>well educated about the fact that it is 
tfhe festival of Si. Sylvester. He was 
Pope Sylvester 1 and died in the year 
'3?5, and is not to be confused with 
Pope Sylvester II, who died in 1003 
and was ihe first French pope but not 
a saint. 

This is important to Roman 
'Catholics, but not to Protestants. 
That some European countries - 

* Jhose with sizeable Catholic popula- 
J iions - chose to call their New Year's 
; .celebrations "Sylvester parties" is, 
‘.jof course, their affair. In America. 
J-the land where the dollar grows, 
j iipbody has ever heard of a Sylvester 
Ijarty. There it is plain, straight- 
T forward New Year's Eve. with boow 
Japd funny hats and everybody kis- 
. ;sing everybody else’s husband and 
jwife at midnight. Orgiastic it may be, 
t though more often just very boring; 

* but it is about as Christian as Valen- 

I tine’s Day. 

* 


St. Valentine’s day, for those out 
of the American mainstream, is 
good for the greeting card business. 
The only residual whiff of Christian- 
ity is that American school children 
.are. tokl ia send iheic^ards tp.aU.. 
classmates, to that' the fat and 
charmless children should not feel 
unloved. Several saints are called 
Valentine; the feast day of two of 
them happens to fall on February 14. 
which coincides with a pagan tradi- 
tion of lovers’ feasts. It also coin- 
cides with a slow period in Israeli 
hotels, and I throw out the sugges- 
tion for some Valentine parties, with 
decorations of big red hearts and big 
cakes and so on. In Hebrew it might 
come out “Ballantyne,” but who 
cares. 

TO GET back to New Years. There 
is a wealth of choices for dates, and if 
the hotels and halls would only take 
notice, we could have a celebration ' 
nearly every night. The Orthodox 
holiday (Julian rather than Grego- 
rian calendar) is on January 13, 
which is also the feast day of St. 
Hiiarius. More on him later; but 
what a wonderful siba le'inisiba - 
Hebrew for “reason for a party," 
which loses in translation. 

Medieval Christians- celebrated 
New Years on March 25, which is a ' 
late invention; but the date of Janu- 
ary first came even later. This was set 
by William the Conqueror, to coin- 
cide with the date of his coronation. 
It might make some profitable par- 
ties today; but then we might go back 
to the ancient Greeks and share 
theirs, which came at the winter 
solstice, or December 21 . Skipping 
over the New Year of the ancient 
Egyptians. Phoenicians and Persians 
(autumnal equinox, September 21, 
which comes too dose to Rosb 
Hash ana for our hotel banqueting 
fadlities). we hurry back to our

Saints Hiiarius (Hilarii?). The first, 
whose feast we missed on January 
13, was a bishop (300 to 367) who 
excommunicated another bishop, 
was banished, then excommunicated 
yet another bishop and was expelled 
because he could not prove his 
charges. The next (403-449) was also 
a bishop who desposed another 
bishop in a power play on the prima- 
cy of the church, and was deprived of 


this power to consecrate bishops. 
The next, who was pope from 461 to 
468, was on the wrong side of a 
dispute at a church council in 449 at 
Ephesus and was thrown into prison. 
He escaped, got to Rome, and was 
elected pope in 461. and we really 
should have parties for him, because 
he stopped certain church abuses, 
such as that of bishops appointing 
their own successors. 


WHAT IS the point of all this 
seemingly irrelevant history? Just 
this - and I’m surprised that mem- 
bers of the religious establishment 
didn't make more of it, having once 
breached the dam by mentioning 
Pope Sylvester: the early centuries 
of the Catholic Church were marked 
by the most violent of heresies, ex- 
communications. rivalries and ten- 
sions. They make the Wars of the 


Jews seem like - well, not child’s 
play, of course; but the years of 
Sylvester and the other saints were 
anything but saintly. Arian heresy, 
At’hanasian heresy, Nestorian 
heresy. Pelagian heresy, not to men- 
tion Semi-Pelagianism - but we can’t 
have those in our five-star night 
clubs, can we? 

The insufficiently researched 
tradition of Sylvester eve in this 
country seems to have started in the 
mid-thirties, with the immigration 
from Central Europe. According to 
one unusually well-informed source, 
the first was held at the old Ritz 
Hotel in 1934. Then came a "New 
Year’s" at the Palatin. and another 
at the Cafe Savoy in Holon, of all 
places. These were criticized by both 
sides - by religious and secular pat- 
riots who attacked this abandon- 


ment of Jewish tradition, and by 
socialists who saw it as a dreadful 
bourgeois lapse. 

For all Anglo-Saxons. Sylvester 
(“Sylvester who?”) is a complete 
mystery: you have ro come here for 
this Israeli experience. In American 
lore, the closest is a cartoon cat 
called Sylvester. 

The quaintest analysis, which I 
heard several times, goes: "January 
1 is the celebration of the brit mila of 
Jesus." 

But never mind ancient history. 
Since the Americans are paying for 
all these parties - the new cars lined 
up at the hotels, the champagne and 
goodies - shouldn't we at least have 
the decency to call in New Years and 
sing Auld Lang Syne (cut in Heb- 
rew)? Dollarization, not canoniza- 
tion!

Ethiopian. Jews 
axidHalacha

AS FOR the Karaites, who also 
rejected the Oral Law, both Maimo- 
nides and Rabbi Mosbe Isserles (the 
Rama), major halachic figures of the 
Medieval Ashkenazi and Sephardi 
worlds, accepted the Karaites as 
Jews, but also required that they 
come within the orbit of rabbinical 
authority. 

What was the actual problem? 
Halachically, if someone says, “I am 
a Jew." he is accepted, unless there 
is some indication of deception. 

The rabbis, as with any legal au- 
thorities. had to enforce their sys- 
tem. The marriage and the divorce 
laws (only outlined in, the written 
law) were expanded to protea the 
rights of women and children. Any- 
thing that undermined these laws 
was a threat both to the legal author- 
ity and to a unified tradition. 

Anyone who married without en- 
suring his wife's financial protection 
by means of a ketuba could be consi- 
dered not to have married at all. 
Sanctions, such as not allowing re- 
marriage or the dreaded threat of 
mamzerut, were simply means of 
enforcing the law, though rarely 
used. There is even a tradition which 
forbids checking up on antecedents 
in order not to discover problems. 

This is no different from the way 
some modem societies refuse to rec- 
ognize divorce (as in die Republic of

Ireland) or limit the range of people 
one is allowed to marry (most coun- 
tries. for example, refuse to allow 
the marriage of close relatives), and 
use sanctions to enforce their codes. 

When you have an oral legal tradi- 
tion, everyone is very careful to see 
that the details are adhered to. Just 
as the Ethiopian Jews have strictly 
retained their unique traditions in an 
alien environment, so rabbinic Juda- 
ism demanded loyal adherence to its 
laws. 

THIS IS precisely what differenti- 
ated mainstream Judaism from other 
sects. The Oral Law became the 
Jewish constitution and determined 
Jewisb citizenship. It was not enough 
to proclaim that you were a Jew. you 
had to show your allegiance to the 
constitution or apply for new papers. 

And so it remained until the mod- 
em state drew a distinction between 
citizenship and religious adherence. 

In a closed society this was no 
problem. But in an open society, 
emancipated Jews did not always 
want to accept the rabbinic constitu- 
tion. But tbey still wanted to consid- 
er themselves Jews. This became the 
basis of the Reform-Orthodox split. 

In addition, the modem era un- 
earthed lost communities or brought 
isolated ones into the Limelight. 
Yemenite Jewry was initially looked 
on with suspicion simply because it 
had been cut off for so long. Once it 
was clear that they adhered to the 
Oral, rabbinic law (and, if anything, 
were closer to it) the problem pas- 
sed. 

The real issue concerned groups 
like Bene Israel (from India), who 
had different customs and whose 
laws often differed from the main- 
stream. The Baghdadi Jewish com- 
munity bad officially rejected the 
Bene Israel community, and their 
marriage and divorce procedures 
looked like causing a major rift in 
Israel. 

THE QUESTION again was not 
whether they were of Jewish origin, 
but whether they could be accepted 
into the mainstream of rabbinic 
Judaism. And this depended on 
whether the Bene Israel were pre- 
pared to join. 

The two chief rabbis - Uziel and 
Herzog - both agreed on the Jewish 
status of the Bene Israel, but insisted 
either on checking the credentials of 
each individual before marriage 
(which is done with anyone coming 
from abroad and even internally as a 


bureaucratic procedure) or a cere- 
monial acceptance not of Judaism 
but of re-entering the rabbinic 
sphere. 

THE ETHIOPIAN Jews have lived 
in isolation for thousands of years. In 
the ninth century, a mysterious 
Eldad Hadani appeared in Europe 
claiming descent from the Tribe of 
Dan and spoke of the Jens lost 
beyond the then-known world. 
Binyanun Metudella. in the 12th 
century , recorded the existence of 
the Ethiopian Jews. The famous rab- 
bi of Cairo Radbaz puts the Ethio- 
pians on the halachic map and his 
16th century statements are the basis 
of the opinion of the former chief 
rabbi Ovadia Yosef that they are 
Jews descended from the Tribe of 
Dan. 

Indeed, his view of their status is 
virtually universally accepted in cur- 
rent halacbic practice in Israel. 

Yet. the Ethiopians have not fol- 
lowed rabbinic law. They have no 
Talmud, and they are not familiar 
with the language of the Tora. 

Even if there is no problem of 
marriage and divorce, there appears 
to be a strong case for some rap- 
prochement. Traditionally, there are 
two separate procedures. Though in 
certain ways similar, tbey must be 
differentiated: There is conversion, 
with brit mi la and mikva . which 
enables a non-Jew to become Jew- 
ish. But there is another procedure, 
which also involves the mikva . which 
symbolizes a return to the rabbinic 
mainstream. And it is this that is 
being proposed here. 

THE ORTHODOX community is 
conscious of the sensitive nature of 
the issue. This is why dthe Gerer 
rebbe is against publicizing halachic 
discussion at present. The chief rab- 
binate. while officially maintaining 
the Jewishness of the Ethiopian Jews 
and encouraging their integration, 
nevertheless wants to find a way of 
preventing problems arising in the 
future over status as determined by 
rabbinic law. 

And therefore they want to see 
some agreement that will remove all 
possible doubts. 

The problem, as with “Who is a 
Jew." is between individuality on the 
one band and the unified religious 
constitution on the other. It is also a 
matter of human dignity and tact (for 
which we are not noted in this coun- 
try). 

Whereas the politicians seem bent 
on causing friction in the Knesset, 
the rabbinate is keen to pour oil on 
troubled waters. The Ethiopian Jews 
don’t have to undergo anything, as 
things are now, to be considered 
Jewish by either the religious or the 
secular authorities. But for the sake 
of the next generation, and the possi- 
bility of easy religious integration^ 
there needs to be some compromise.

World airlines may make $lb. profit this year

- T£L AVIV. - Airline fares in 
Europe are generally higher than in 
the U.S., although distances are 
shorter because it is more expensive 
to] operate in Europe, IATA presi- 
dent Heinz Ruhnau said here yester- 
day. . 

. He criticized the U.S. policy of 
deregulation, which had led to 
tougher competition among the air- 
lines. but masted that the high fares 
■jw European routes were not a result 
a cartel. The airlines don't set 
prices, the governments do, he told 
reporters. 

-Ruhnau, who is also chairman of 
Lufthansa’s executive board, said 


operating costs in Europe are higher 
because airlines must contend with 
more political and military restric- 
tions than U.S. domestic carriers. 
He was alluding in part to the fact 
that many areas are closed off to 
civilian air traffic so planes must 
cover greater distances to get to their 
destinations. 

Fees for traffic control and use of 
airports are higher than in the U.S. 
and airlines cannot be as flexible as 
the Americans are in the use of their 
manpower. In Stockholm an airline 
must have a Swedish speaker - but 
that would not be good for the Paris 
office, he indicated. 

Check-in and maintenance costs 
are the same, but because of noise 


abatement restrictions planes can be 
utilized in Europe 25 per cent less 
than in the U.S.. he added. 

During his current visit to Israel 
Ruhnau has met El A1 president Rafi 
Harlev "to discuss some problems.” 
He would not give details, but said 
later that they had discussed future 
cooperation. Today be is to pay a 
courtesy call on Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres. 

At yesterday's press conference at 
Beit Sokolow here Ruhnau pre- 
dicted a fast development of the 
airline services in the Far East, but 
indicated that this would not im- 
mediately affect Israel, despite its 
geographical location between 
Europe and the Far East.

Lufthansa, for example, did not 
plan on landing here on its way to the 
Far East, although it said it' had a 
permit to do so. 

The German carrier wants to use 
Boeing 747s on that route, so a 
stopover must be justified by haring 
enough passengets to fill it up, he 
argued. Moreover, people prefer 
non-stop flights. So far there are no 
direct flights from Tel Aviv to the 
Far East.

Discussing the financial results of 
world airlines. Ruhnau said "almost 
all” carriers had returned to the 
black in 1984, although they must 
still overcome the effects of huge 
losses incurred in previous years. He 
said he expected the airlines to make 
a SI billion net profit in 19S5. but 
they would need S130b.-S150b. at 
the' end of the century to buy new 
planes. 

Lufthansa too made a profit this 
year because of the recovery in the 
world economy, an increase in cargo 
traffic and its use of modern planes, 
which cut costs. 

The introduction of the Airbus A 
310. for example, increased produc- 
tivity and reduced fuel consumption 
by 44 per cent, he noted. A dedi- 
cated staff also contributed to the 
line's success. 

He added that in the second half of 
this year be expected Lufthansa to 
carry its one millionth passenger on 
its route here. Lufthansa started 
flying here in 1968. 


First Indonesian 
car engine plant 

JAKARTA (Reuter). - Indonesia's 
first car engine plant, set up under a 
phased import substitution scheme, 
was inaugurated here this week. 

Managed and owned by Toyota 
Engine Indonesia, a joint venture 
between Toyota Motor Company of 
Japan and Astra International of 
Indonesia, the plant will initially 
assemble engines with imported 
parts, but resort to full manufactur- 
ing by 1987. 

The S30 million plant was de- 
signed for a monthly production of 

3.000 car engines of 1.290 cc and 

1.000 units of 3.400 cc engines, both 
to be used in general utility vehicles. 

According to an Astra spokes- 
man, although car engines produced 
with parts made in Indonesia would 
cost about 15 per cent more than 
imported ones, the company, which 


plans. 

Other carmakers now assembling 
their products in Indonesia are also 
to begin full manufacturing. Mitsu- 
bishi of Japan is scheduled to com- 
mission an engine factory this week, 
followed by Mercedes-Benz, which 
plans to inaugurate its plant next 
month.

TEL AVTV. - What one broker 
called "deluxe profit-taking" - 
meaning, that many offers were 
picked up without foiling or even 
with a rise in price, set in at the 
market yesterday.

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Some poor stitching 


THE EMBARRASSING mix-up Wednesday night over the 
increases in customs duties on imported goods recalls the 
confusion created three months ago by the wrong-headed 
announcement that the price of chickens would be raised by 100 
per cent. But this latest faux pas occurred at an especially 
inopportune moment, and it does not augur well for the second 
round of the package deal that is now under preparation. 

An adjustment of the customs duties on imported goods has 
been due for some time now. For while these duties were frozen 
early last November at the exchange rate of 1S527 per dollar, 
the shekel continued to be devalued. This produced an 
absurdity: imported goods actually became cheaper. 

Plainly, a decision to adjust customs duties could not be 
delayed very much longer. 

But it should have covered all imported finished goods and 
not just automobiles. If such an across-the-board adjustment 
could not be agreed upon by Wednesday night, then negotia- 
tions should have been continued for another day or two, until 
ihe matter could be fully straightened out. 

In the meantime, however, the Treasury's disarray has 
reinforced the public's expectation that prices will go up 
drastically in February. And the Treasury's insistent demands, 
regularly leaked to the media, for an immediate and steep rise 
in Ihe prices of subsidized goods work in the same direction. It 
is thus no wonder that the public rushes to empty the store 
shelves. 

What the Treasury should have done, and what the prime 
minister himself ought to do now, is to make it clear that the 
battle against inflation will continue unabated, and that month- 
ly price rises during the life of the second package deal will not 
exceed a few percentage points, on the average. This must 
emerge forcefully from the agreement on the new package deal 
which cannot fail to be wrapped up within the next few days. 

The basic assumption must be this: what the economy needs 
above all at this time is the continued stability of prices and 
expectations. The rest is commentary. 


Victimizing Bank Leumi 


ARSONISTS PUT the torch early yesterday morning to a 
branch of Bank Leumi in Jerusalem's Ramot Eshkol Quarter, 
causing heavy damage. 

Since Bank Leumi has been the target of a whole series of 
such attacks, especially in the ultra-Orthodox sections of 
Jerusalem, suspicions naturally focus in that direction. The 
ultra-Orthodox groups initiated a quarrel with the bank over the 
building of an extension to the Ganei Ham at Hotel in Tiberias, 
which, they claim, involves the desecration of ancient Jewish 
graves. 

The hotel is owned by a Leumi subsidiary. Israel- African 
Investments, and a West German trade union bank. 

Now that there are ancient - and probably Jewish - graves 
deep under the hotel construction site is beyond doubt. But this 
did not prevent a Jewish community from being established 
right atop those graves in the early Middle Ages. Perhaps those 
Jews did so knowing that Tiberias had twice before been 
ritually “purified" of the numerous dead interred in its soil - 
once during the Second Commonwealth, as related by 
Josephus, and later in the 2nd century. 

In any case, much of today's Tiberias is built over graves. 
This does not seem to bother its many Orthodox inhabitants, 
who have recently chosen an Orthodox mayor to administer 
their affairs again. Nor are the inhabitants of many a staunchly 
Orthodox and even ultra-Orthodox neighbourhood in Jeru- 
salem. such as Sanhedria, overly excited by the fact that there 
were Jewish cemeteries where they now live. 

It is only when “secular" archeologists unearth remains of 
the ancient dead, and when a “secular" Zionist bank finances 
the building of a hotel, that the zealots leap into action. 

Behind them, however, although it denies any direct connec- 
tion. lurks the grave-obsessed Atra Kadisha society, which 
draws support from the rabidly anti-Zionist New York Satmar 
Hassidim. The society entered the Ganei Hamat scene in June 
1983 with 3 demand that construction of the annex be stopped. 
The hotel management must have thought it bought the society 
off by promising to build only from the ground up, and in such 
manner as to prevent any “impurities” from filtering out and to 
allow for the eventual Resurrection of the Dead. 

This turned out to have been a very expensive error, 
although it was prompted by the desire to assure the hotel of a 
rabbinical kashrut certificate, and to avoid Bank Leumi itself 
from being embroiled in the controversy. By grovelling to it, 
the hotel management only obtained an escalation of Atra 
Kadisha demands. An approval granted the hotel by the 
Sephardi chief rabbi, Mordechai Eliahu, to go on with the 
construction, was laughed off by the society. 

It is unclear what it is that Atra Kadisha wants now, but it 
must want it badly enough to have organized a world- wide 
boycott of Bank Leumi by the ultra-Orthodox, which is to go 
fully into effect next week. 

What is most alarming is that the society - a trio of 
operatives, no more - has got a whole galaxy of ultra- 
Orthodox leaders climbing over one another to prove tbeir 
superior holiness by underwriting the boycott: Shas-sponsors 
Rabbi Ovadia Yosef - the former Sephardi chief rabbi - and 
Rabbi Eliezer Shacb. as well as Aguda Knesset members 
Menahem Porush and Avrahara Shapira, the latter using for 
the purpose his clout not only as chairman of the Finance 
Committee but also as chairman of the Bank of Israel’s advisory 
board. 

Even the readiness of Bank Leumi, announced last Friday, to 
have the chief rabbinate appoint an overseer at the hotel 
construction site has not dissuaded the boycocters from going 
on with their plan.

Retreat from 


Lebanon

THE ARMY prefers to call the 
pullback of Israeli troops from Leba- 
non a “redeployment.” not a re- 
treat. But a retreat it is - finally, and 
thankfully. 

Six hundred and nine soldiers 
have been killed, and oveT 3.500 
injured, in a war that went too far. 
lasted too long, cost too much, and 
achieved too little. Too much blood 
has already been sacrificed on the 
altar of rhetoric for Israelis to care 
whether' the decision to begin the 
end of this war is a redeployment or a 
retreat. . . 

“No more Katyushas on 

Galilee*’ was a battle-cry articulated 
by a prime minister who understood 
the power of words, but did not 
understand the limits of power. And 
it seems as if those ministers who still 
oppose the military's plan for ending 
this aightmare have yet to learn the 
lesson. 

To quote a senior military officer 
thinkin g aloud the other day, Israel 
does not have “good options’* in 
Lebanon, only bad and worse ones. 
And while there could be both risks 
and flaws in the plan for a staged 
withdrawal as adopted by the major- 
ity of the cabinet on Monday, it 
would be far riskier to stay dug-in 
that ill-starred country, waiting for 
the impossible to happen. 

In a month’s time, the first troops 
will be withdrawn from the north- 
western sector, relinquishing control 
over Sidon and positions along the 
Awali river. 

In all, less than 500 of the 2,800 
square kilometres of Lebanon under 
Israeli control will be given back to 
whoever is strong enough to take it. 
Eight to 10 weeks after that, Israeli 
forces will be withdrawn from the 
Bekaa Valley. And then, prob- 
ably by the end of the summer, 
all but a handful of IDF specialists 
will be back over the international 
border, leaving the task of keeping 
Southern Lebanon free of terrorists 
to the South Lebanese Army of 
General Antoine Lahad. 


no one is more aware of the dangers 
than - those who are responsible for 
gening the army back home. Despite 
five weeks' notice to the Lebanese 
government and the UN that we 
intend to withdraw; it is almost in- 
evitable that more Lebanese fratri- 
cide will fill the vacuum left bv the 
IDF. 

The Lebanese Army, subservient 
to the orders of an ineffectual Christ- 
ian president acting on behalf of a 
fragmented government under the 
absolute control of the Syrians, 
headed by a Moslem prime minister, 
will not be able to bring stability to 
the volatile South- WestrNeither will 
Unifil - whose mandate is subject to 
Soviet (and thus Syrian) veto. 

Who knows what will happen 
among the 80.000 Shi'ites. 45.000 
Sunnis. 20.000 Christians and the 
80.000 Palestinians, who live in and 
around Sidon when the IDF leaves 
rhat city? Who knows what forces of 
madness will be unleashed by the 
tribal chief tains who have lost their 
faith in anything other than the gun 
as a means of survival, and for whom

compromise is an esoteric concept, 
synonymous with suicide? 

But these can no longer be exclu- 
sively Israel's concerns? For months 
now the Lebanese have been deman- 
ding that Israel should withdraw un- 
ilaterally and unconditionally, and 
that the Lebanese Army should 
assume responsibility for the safety 
and security of the people of Leba- 
non. So be it. 


MUCH CAN go wrong between 
now and the end of the summer, and 


BUT IT will not be so. There will be 
bloodshed, as there was at Bbam- 
doun after the Sbouf withdrawal: as 
there was at Sukmour: as there was 
at Sabra and Sbatilla. And as there 
always has been, for that is Lebanon. 
Violence is inevitable. 

It seems almost incomprehensible 
that there were still voices around 
the cabinet table counselling that the 
IDF remain in Lebanon along its 
current lines of deployment until 
some ironclad arrangement is forged 
with the Syrians, the Lebanese and 
Unifil. By now. after the humiliation 
at Nakoura, the statements coming 


out of both Beirut and Damascus, 
and Russia's position as made clear 
to the UN. the chances of any agree- 
• menr with either one. some, or all of 
the parries, is something that not 
even the most ardent optimist can 
’ hope for. 

One can understand why Ariel 
Sharon. Moshe Arens and Yitzhak 
Shamir could not vote for a unilater- 
al withdrawal. That would be tanta- 
mount to a public admission that 
their collective policies in Lebanon 
were a disaster. But surely their 
political needs cannot justify the 
retention and systematic attrition of 
the Israeli army in a foreign country 
in pursuit of unattainable goals. 

Israel's duty is to try to ensure that 
the PLO infrastructure destroyed in 
the first 48 hours of this war. when it 
was still a justified war. does not 
return to Southern Lebanon, and to 
ensure the security of the tens of 
thousands of Israelis. Arabs and 
Jews who live in Galilee. Israel's 
responsibility is to try to establish the 
best conditions possible to limit the 
impact on the local population of 


Southern Lebanon of the IDF with- 
drawal. 

Neither of these necessitates the 
IDF s remaining in control of almost 
30.000sq.km. of Lebanese territory 1 
and 650.000 Lebanese civilians; with 
thousands of Israeli troops stationed 
as far away as 40km. north of the 
international border. 

We have gained nothing and lost 
much in the 15 months since the 
Shouf withdrawal, and with each 
passing day the debit side of the 
column has only grown. We have 
lost lives and we have lost allies. We 
have lost time and we are beginning 
to lose the trust of the men we sent to 
Lebanon to execute a policy they 
could not understand. 

We kept on plugging holes in the 
dam. making new cracks each time 
one was repaired. Each new day 
created a new terrorist, each of our 
actions to end terrorism only gener- 
ated more terrorism.

MORE VICTIMS

Sir, - As time elapses and things 
become clearer, it is evident that, of 
all the military actions that Israel was 
involved in. the war in Lebanon 
stands out starkly as the one venture 
that was doomed to failure once its 
scope of a more limited incursion 
was changed to a much broader and 
ambitious operation. It seems clear 
that there was an apparent lack of 
long-range military planning and an 
unrealistic and unobtainable politic- 
al objective. 

While it is true that certain events, 
both political and military, occurred 
which our leaders may not have 
anticipated, contingency plans 
should have been drawn up for just 
such mishaps. What emerges, with 
hindsight of course, is a bulldozer 
operation with questionable 
thoughts as to the future consequ- 
ences. 

While a sizeable force of the 
PLO has been forced out of Leba- 
non. a significant number still re- 
mains and is being unfortunately . 
reinforced from Syrian-controlled 
and other areas. The morass we find 
ourselves in is compounded by rhe 
hatred of the Shias who. previous to 
the war, were not involved outward- 
ly in any terrorist acts against us. The 
aim of ridding ourselves of one 
enemy and, in the process, creating a 
multitude of additional enemies, is 
shown up as the height of irresponsi- 
bility on the part of our past political 
leadeiship. If this scenario had not 
been foreseen, then those responsi- 
ble are even more guilty of negli- 
gence. 

Euphoric dreams as to what was 
hoped to be accomplished in the 
“Peace for Galilee’’ operation, such 
as safety for our northern bordeis, a 
new order in Lebanon (friendly to 
Israel) and total destruction of the 
PLO have now faded into oblivion. 
The sad reality is that, after having 
suffered so many casualties, the 
security of our northern borders, 
when we do leave, will be no greater 
than it was before we were led into 
this fiasco. 

If the only reason for remaining in 
Lebanon any longer is for the mem- 
bers of the previous government to 
try and save some face, then I main- 
tain that we must get out at the 
earliest possible time, without any 
further delay. The price we will be 
required to pay for remaining in 
Lebanon indefinitely is all too ob- 
vious to contemplate. 

Certainly, this appraisal is not 
what our visionary generals and 
statesmen had in mind, but the resul- 
tant tragedy should not be com- 
pounded any farther.

THE QUESTION before the 
cabinet should never have been 
whether or not to withdraw now. but 
whether we should withdraw in 
stages, starting at once, and whether 
each stage should be rapid or slow. 

True, a more leisurely pace would 
allow us more time to seek diploma- 
tic solutions in tandem with the milit- 
ary movements on the ground. It 
could, perhaps, have allowed us to 
seek some understanding with the 
Shi ite Amal leadership, whose sup- 
port is essential if the PLO is to be 
prevented from returning to the 
northern perimetres of Southern 
Lebanon. 

But it is also true that each day in 
Lebanon will mean more Israeli 
casualties, more demoralization 
and. unfortunately, no progress to- 
wards any of the goals more than 600 
soldiers gave their lives to achieve. 

The three-stage withdrawal plan 
proposed by the army, and accepted 
by the government with modifica- 
tions. is the only practicable solution 
that goes at least some way towards 
ending this current chapter of 
Israel's war in Lebanon. 

It gives the Lebanese and the UN 
five weeks in which to make prepara- 
tions for taking over less than 5 per 
cent of Lebanon’s total territory. It 
gives the Syrians almost three 
months to come to some agreement 
- overt or covert — on mutual Israeli 
and Syrian- strategic needs in the 
Bekaa. It gives Israel and General 
Lahad around six months to prepare 
for the time when the latter will take 
over the day-to-day security tasks in 
the narrow southern strip of South- 
ern Lebanon commonly called “the 
Katyusha belt’’ in the IDF. 

And perhaps just as significantly. 


THE RETREAT from Lebanon is; 
still in its embryonic stages. So much - 
can go wrong in the coming months - 
that it will be a miracle if things go l 
the way they have been planned on * 
paper. * 

Perhaps the greatest danger of all ‘ 
is that the government might decide ’ 
not to follow stage one with stages 
two and three. This would leave the 
IDF exposed on a temporary line 
running from the mouth of the Litani ' 
in the west to the foothills of JeW 
Barukh in the centre, and along the 
current line in the Bekaa. trying to 
keep the peace among 230.000 
Shi'ites, 30.000 Druse. 70.000^ 
Christians and 40,000 Palestinians. 


Although the withdrawal is a stag- 
gered one. the concept of Israels 
withdrawal from Lebanon must be a 
complete one. 

If it is stopped somewhere along 
the way because a Katyusha does fall 
on the Galilee, or because it is de- 
rided that Lahad needs more time; 
or because the Shi’ites are changing 
their attitude, or because suddenly 
there seems to be some hope of good 
news from Damascus, the IDF will 
be left in a far worse position than it 
is at present. 

The army has given explicit wari> 
ing of this danger. jl* 

Once the wheels of withdrawal 
start turning they must not be slew* 
ped. lest this move, like the Shouf 
withdrawal and the peace agreement 
of May 17, 1983, becomes yet 
another milestone along the road Jo 
failure and disillusion. Thirty 
months of both have been more than 
enough. ;
